CAPERS OF ARTHUR'S MEN IN THE 
TWENTY-FOURTH DISTRICT. 
WILBER’S FRANTIC EFFORTS TO MAKE 12 
BEAT 16—WILL HE SUCCEED, AND IF HE 

DOES, HOW WILL HE Do IT? 

Cooperstown, April 10.—The Hotel Feni- 
more opened to-day to accommodate the dele- 
gates to the Twenty-fourth Congressional Dis- 
trict Convention, and to-night its rooms and lob- 
bies are alive with delegates and managing 
politicians. Full delegations from Herkimer, 
Bchoharie, and Otsego Counties are present, and 
each delegation is accompanied by many friends. 
Speaker Titus Sheard and Senate Clerk Vrooman, 
of Herkimer; Hobart Krum, of Schoharie, and 
David Wilber, and Samuel S. Edick, of Otsego, 
are looking after the interests of their respective 
counties. With Schoharie’s six regular delegates 
come six others, who will ask admission to 
the convention on the ground that the 
county has had equal representation with 
its associates under the old apportionment. 
The Herkimer leaders have shrewdly thrown the 
burden of denying this request upon the Otsego 
men. The lattersay such a thing is not to be 
thought of, and the result is to knit more closely 
the union between Schoharie’s and Herkimer’s 
representatives. Both say they are entirely con- 
fident their counties will hold together, with the 
possible break of Jo! n Bradt, of Schoharie, who 
has to-day expressed uimself in favor of sending 
Wilber to Chicago. Addison Hagadorn, who 
was alleged to be similarly inclined, denies the 
imputation. Herkimer’s 10 are of one mind, 
the one Arthur man being detained at home 
by sickness. Mr. Wilber hasa parlor on the first 
floor of the hotel, and is conducting an active 
search for a combination whereby 16 can be 
beaten by 12. He says he is wrongly represented 
asan Arthur man; that he does not believe it 
would be wise to nominate either Arthur or 
Blaine; that he has doubts that either couid 
earry New-York. Tis: developments of the past 
two weeks regarding the popular feeling have 
changed his views, which previously inclined to 
Arthur. Above all he wants harmony and a 
commission to Chicago. A _ leading poli- 
tician from Herkimer says if Mr. 
Wilber had exemplified this spirit in his 
omg ye action it would be possible to take 

im at his word. The programme is to send 
Titus Sheard, of Herkimer, and Hobart Krum, 
of Scoharie. to Chicago, giving Otsego an alter- 
nate and Elector when named. Senutor Miller 
will not be mentioned for district delegate, as he 
has informed his Herkimer friends that if the 
Republicans of the State want him to wo to Chi- 
cayo they will say so at Uticaon the 23d. If Mr. 
Wiiber succeeds it will be at the expense of 
Herkimer, Scoharie being conceded a delegate 
by all combinations. It is impossible to tind 
among the delegates any one who will say he 
thinks Arthur’s nomination would be wise. 
Talk is chiefly Blaine, with Edmunds as second 
favorite. 

PENN YAN, April 10.—The Republican 
Congressional Convention for the Twenty-ninth 
District, comprising the counties of Steuben, 
Ontario. and Yates, was held in this village to- 
day. The Hon. S. C. Cleveland, of Yates County, 
presided. National delegutes were chosen as 
follows: Stephen T. Hayt, of Steuben County, 
and George kK. Cornwell, of Penn Yan, Yates 
County, both of whom favor the nomination of 
Biaine. Jonathan Robie, of Steuben, und Robert 
Moody, ot Ontario, were chosen alternates. 
Nathan J. Milliken, of Canandaigua, Ontario 
County, editor of the Ontario County J'imes, was 
chosen Presidential Elector. On the call of the 
rollot delegates Presidential preferences were 
expressed as follows: Biaine, 26; Edmunds, 5; 
Lincoln, 1. Steuben and Yates voted solidly for 
Blaine, and Ontario, the home of Secretary 
Folger, Senator Lapham and Internal Revenue 
Collector Pierce, voted 5 for Edmunds, 3 for 
Blaine, and 1 ie Lincoln. The convention 
then adjourned af er an entirely harmonious 
session of about a: hour. The State delegutes 
trom this district a e all anti-Admini-tration and 
are as follows: xates— Reuben A. Scofield, 
Eugenc Vreeland, and Steven §.

WATERTOWN, April 10.—As near as can 
be ascertained the vote in the Congressional Dis- 
trict Convention of this district, comprising the 
counties of St. Lawrence and Jefferson, will be 
as follows: For Russell, 8; for Gleason, 4; for 
Bagiey, 5, with one delegate who has expressed 
no choice. Russell and Gleason are candidates 
from st. Lawrence, and Bagley is a candidate 
from Jefferson. It will be seen at once that 
there is room for considerable trouble in this 
convention.

BROOME DECLINES ARTHUR. 

BiNGHAMTON, April 10.—The Republican 
County Convention for the purpose of choosing 
delegates to the State and Congressional Conven- 
tions was called to order at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. Dr.S. P. Allen was made Chairman and 
the Hon. Henry Muren Secretary. After the 
roll-call of ward and town delegates a motion 


was made that the delegates be strongly in- 
structed to vote for Blaine and Lincoln, and 
the motion was carried amid great applause. 
The following delegates to the State and Con- 
gressional Conventions were chosen: Congres- 
sional—A. D. Lewis. Oren Holden, Darwin How- 
ard, H. A. Lord, Hiram Barnum, Robert A. Stors, 
M. F. Brown; State Convention—P. M. Brown, 
W. L. Lord, E. K. Clark, George Sherwood, B. L: 
Walter, Lyman Clock. Several resolu'ions 
were offered, among which was one indorsing 
the Administration of President Arthur, 
which was received without applause. 
The convention aajourned, with cheers for 
Blaineand Lincoln. Thedelegates to Oneida and 
Utica, beside : eing instructed, are known to be 
unanimously in favor of Blaine and Lincoln. A 
discussion over the mode of choosing delegates 
was caused by the question of county repre- 
sentation, but was afterward settled by a resolu- 
tion offered and accepted which recites that 
Broome, in the Congressional Convention, shall 
insist upon nine delegates, or upon equal repre- 
sentation upon a basis of one representative to 
each 900 Republican voters.

CLINTON’S CORRUPT RING BEATEN. 

PLATTSBURG, April 10.—The Clinton 
County Republican Convention, which assembled 
here to-day, resuited in a complete overthrow of 
the old corrupt half-Democratic and half-Re- 
pnblican combination which was chiefly instru- 
mental in causing the Republican defeat in 
Clinton County last Fall. Both contesting dele- 
gations from Plattsburg were thrown out, and 


the town was not represented in the convention. 
All the people say “‘amen.” The Presidential 
ane was not raised in the convention. The 

elegates to the Congressional District Conven- 
tion are Gen. Stephen Moffitt, Chauncey Turner, 
David F. Dobie, John M. Wever, and Benjamin 
Wells. They are supposed to be friendly to 
President Arthur, although it is by no means 
certain that all would favor his nomination. The 
delegates to the State Convention are Charles H. 
Foote, O. K. Wood, E. C. Low, P. V. N. McLean, 
and John Hauchran. It is believed tbat a majority 
of these delegates, as well as several delegates 
to the Congressional Convention, would favor 
the nomination of Edmunds, all things consid- 
ered, but they concede that Arthur has made a 
good President and wish to see him fairly treat- 
ed by the Republicans of this State. Both dele- 
gations go uninstructed and unpledged. A new 
County Committce was elected, with John Henry 
Myers and the Hon. David F. Dobie, of Platts- 
burg, members at large, and they will immedi- 
ately organize for the campaign, intending to 
give an earnest and vigorous suvport to whom- 
soever shall be nominated at the Chicago Con- 
vention. L. L. Shedden, of the town of Mooers, 
presided over the convention and made a brief 
but telling speech. The rank and file of the Re- 
publican Party in Clinton County was never 
more united, and all are confident that their del- 
egates to both District and State Conventions 
will act wisely and in the best interest of the Ke- 
publican Party. 


WATCH BOTH OF THEM. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, April 10.—At the Repub- 
lican Congressional Convention held here to-day 
B. Platt Carpenter ana Hamilton Fish, Jr, were 
elected as delegates to the Republican National 


Convention, and were unpledged, a resolution 
indorsing Blaine being voted down, only two out 
of the 118 delegates votingfor it. The Republic- 
an Assembly Convention elected R. F. Wilkin- 
son, Jobn I. Platt, George Innis, Allen H. Hoff- 
man, and William H. Hopkins as delegates to the 
State Convention. 


THE ARTHUR GAME IN JEFFERSON. 

WATERTOWN, April 10.—When the mem- 
bers of the Second District Republican Conven- 
tion were called to order to-day the Blaine and 
Bagley men had a majority of three at least. The 
stalwarts held a caucus last night and another to- 
day, and before the half-breeds were aware of 
the fact their plans were beginning to work. A 


committee was named to report delegates with- 
out opposition, and was about eveniy divided. 
After a long and warm consultation the com- 
mittee reported, and the hubbub began. A mo- 
tion was made to instruct the delegates for 
Blaine, when W. A. Nims, a stalwart, noved to 
amend by sending an uninstructed delegation. 
Several points of order were raised, and the Chair- 
man by a series of wild rulings added to 
the confusion. The amendment finally pre- 
vailed. An expression of personal Presi- 
dential preferences was taken and _  “re- 
sulted—Blaine, 34; Arthur, 38, and Grant, 
Sherman, and Lincoln, 1 each. One delegate 
named by the committee voted for Lincoln. The 
report of the committee was then accepted, after 
a bitter debate, a motion to disagree being Jost. 
A motion to take the sense of the convention as 
aconvention for President resultedin another 
scene. Motions to adjourn, points of order, and 
jaughter resounded from all parts of the hall. 
The question was put, but such confusion 
reigned that it was impossible to give the vote. 
The following delegates were selected: To the 
State Convention—John Allis,G. A. Poor, F. D. 
Pierce, V. 8. Hubbard; Congressional Conven- 
tiou—W. N. Johnson, W. W. Butterfield, Isaac 
Mitchel), Waitsell Crumbs. Both delegations are 
evenly divided as far as Blaine is concerned, but 
the Congressional delegation is probably three to 
one against the Hon. George A. Bagley, who was 
recommended by the First District for delegate 
to Chicago. Two of them favor the Hon. Henry 
Spicer, of this county; the other expresses him- 
self as against both Bagley and Spicer.

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BROOKLYN REPUBLICANS. 
A SUBSTANTIAL GAIN FOR THE OPPONENTS 
OF THE ADMINISTRATION, 

As far as can be ascertained at present 
Kings County will be represented in the National 
Republican Convention by four anti-Arthur 
delegates and four delegates who will vote for 
the President on the first ballot. 

Itis a positively ascertained fact that the Third 
Congressional District, which contains more ‘Re- 
publican voters than any other Congressional 
district in the county, will send two anti-Arthur 
delegates. Until the convention meets this evep- 


ing the names of the two delegates to be chosen 
cannot be given. but it is reasonably certain that 
Andrew H. Baird will be one of the men selected. 
The other will be equally opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s nomination. 

The Fourth Congressional District has been 
carried by the friends of the Administration. 
The delegates’to the National Republican Conven- 
tion will be Gen. B. F. Teeoy and probably Mar- 
tin N. Day, of the Eleventh Ward. 

Silas B. Dutcher’s friends have carried the Sec- 
ond Congressional District, and Mr. Dutcher will 
certainly besent as a delegate to the National 
Convention. The Administration men claim 
that Mr. Dutcher is for Arthur. Mr. Dutcher 
has not declared himself for Arthur. and 
he may be counted on to favor the candi- 
date in whose fortunes ex-Gov. Cornell takes 
an interest. State Committeeman Edward H. 
Hobbs, a pronounced opponent of President Ar- 
thur’s nomination, claims that he has secured 
enough votes in the district to go to the National 
Convention as Mr. Dutcher's colleague. Mr. 
Daggett will bea candidate before the conven- 
tion against Mr. Hobbs this evening, and confi- 
dently ex to be victorious, When it became 
evident that Mr. could not go from the 
Third District, in which he resides, his friends 
in the Fifth District volunteered to send 
him as a delegate. The Fifth District

All the Con sional District Conventions 
meet this evening. A TIMEs reporter, ee 
ing to catch Messrs. Dady and ee together 
yesterday afternoon, asked them for their esti- 
mate of the Administration strength in the 
delegation to be sent from Kings County to 
the Naional Republican Convention. th 
claimed that all the delegates from the Sec- 
ond, Fourth, and Fifth Congressional Districts 
would be Arthur men, and that only the 
delegates from the Third Congressional District 
would be opposed to the Administration. This 
estimate was based on the assumption that Mr. 
Dutcher is a thick-and-thin Arthur man, and 
that Mr. Hobbs will be defeated in the Second 
District. Disinterested Republicans claim that 
the delegation from Kings County to the Na- 
tional epublican (Convention will stand 
four for the Administration, three against 
the Administration, and one  unpledged. 
Two anti-Administration delegates wiil go 
from the Third District. If the Second 
District sends Messrs. Hobbs and Dutcher, one 
vote. that of Mr. Hobbs, can be counted against 
Arthur, while Mr. Dutcher is said to be un- 
pledged.

VIRGINIA’S ELECTION LAWS. 


A TEST CASE TO BE HEARD BY THE COURT 
OF APPEALS, 

RicHMOND, Va., April 10.—A case has 
been made up to test before the Court of Ap- 
peals the legality of theelection law passed by the 
Democrats in the last Legislature. Under that 
law the Democrats have practical control of all 
the election machinery in the State. «All of the 
Mahoneite Judges of Elections and Registrars 
were, under its provisions, ousted and new 
ones chosen by local boards substituted. 
In the act passed by the Democrats in- 


augurating this system, it reauired all members 
of these boards to be freeholders—thatis, owners 
of soil in this State. That provision, it is contend- 
ed, isin violation of the plain letter and com- 
mands of the Constitution of Virginia, that in- 
strument declaring that all persons shall enjoy 
like privileges. The whole legality of the new 
law turns upon this requirement, the Mahoneites 
contending that it vitiates the whole law. The 
ease will be heard on its merits by the 
Court of Appeals on April 2],in time tor the 
municipal elections which take place in all the 
cities and towns in the State in May. The Ma- 
honeites, whether the court decides againstjthem 
or not, rely, they say, upon the Federal Super- 
visors and courts in the Presidential election. 
One of the most prominent Jeaders in that party 
in the State to-day said the Democrats have full 
swing under the new law, but in the national 
election this year the Government authority will 
be able to have a general supervision over our 
elections.

THE HOUSE PORK BARREL STILL 
YIELDING PRIZES. 

ANOTHER DAY OF DISGRACEFUL LOG-ROLL- 
ING, ANIMATED BY A FEW PERSONAL 
ENCOUNTERS ON THE FLOOR, 

WaAsHINGTON, April 10.—For fear that an 
adjournment might cut them off from the 
extraordinary privilege which the order made on 

Monday had opened to them, the * pork” hunters 

ofthe House yesterday took a recess, and the 

session of to-day was only a continuation of that 
of Wednesday. There are signs of weakness 
among the hunters, but with so much “ pork” in 
sight, and the knowledge that the Treasury is so 
full that it can honor all the demands to 
be made upon it, it is probable that, in 
spite of the annoyance created by the remarks 
of the impertinent press, the log-rolling busi- 
ness will be kept up until every public building 
asked for will be authorized. Although * pork” 
may be alluded to in the House, and no member 
is overstepping the rules by using that vulgar 
word, “ log rolling” isa term that is permitted 
only to newspapers and the plain-speaking out- 
side public. If anybody doubts that the attempt 
to pass this lot of bills is a log-rolling 
scheme, an examination of the list ought to con- 
vince. Twenty-nine States and one Territory, 
which has no vote, however, come in for a share 
of the “pork.” If the members from these 

States are sufficiently indifferent to economy and 

are animated by State pride the success of the 


log-rolling combination ought to be assured. 
The fullowing is a list of the States and the votes 
they represent, whose members have their hooks 
in the pork barrel:

Tn this list lies the strength of the bills, consid- 
ered in connection with the fact that if all these 
* pork” hunters do not hang together the charm 
will be broken. Mr. Lyman, of Massachusetts, 
who was reported to-day as having voted with 
the hunters, hastens to say that he did not, and 
that he will probably vote against most of them, 
onthe ground of hurried and insufficient con- 
sideration. A little consideration of the subject 
would probably convince other members that the 
proposed expenditures are not necessary, al- 
though the committee has made lovely reports for 
allotthem. According to a Senate report, made in 
1880, by which 37 comparisons are made possible, 
the investment that the Government was then 
called upon to make would have been equivalent 
to the assumption of $129,000 in interest at the rate 
of 3 per centum, and the buildings Se ogg 
would take the places of those*for which the 
Government was paying vut $32,050 a year. At 
Greenville, 8. C., for instance. for which a build- 
ing is to be provided costing $50,000, or an 
investment of $1,500 a year, the Government was 
paying no rent whatever. At Chattanooga, 
where the Government was paying cnly $200 a 
year for its offices, a building to cost $100,000 or 
an investment representing $3.000 a year is to be 
erected. At Augusta, Me,, the Government was 
paying two yearsago $1,800 for its offices, and 
Augusta is to have a_ one-hundred-and- 
fifty-thousand-dollar building, which wiil 
call for interest amounting to $1,500. Sar- 
atoga Springs asks for a two-hundred-thou- 
sand-dollar building. The Post Office is now 
rented for $900 which is certainly cheaper than 
the $6,000 in interest, which the proposed invest- 
ment would call for, to say pothing about the 
cost of maintaining the building. Manchester, 
N. H., asks for a three-hundred-thousand-dollar 
building. The Government is paying $10) a 
year for the office it is using. And so the com- 
parisons go. ; 

Mr. Phil Thompson and Mr. Warner, of Ohio, 
succeeded, when the business began to-day, in 
filibustering so skillfully as to consume more 
than an hour before the first bill was taken up. 
Before the afternoon was out there were some 
animated scenes, but the band of brothers, with 
hog books in their hands, had fished out lumps 
of “pork” for Greenville, 8.

Shaking the long list of ap- 
propriations in Mr. Milliken’s face, Mr. Storm 
asked if Milliken intended to vote for all of 
them.

Mr. McComas, of Maryland, spoke in 
a similar strain. 

Friday is set apart as private bill day. The 
House adjourned to-night instead of taking a 
recess. It is expected that to-morrow there will 
be a conte-t to decide whetherthe public build- 
ine bills shall be considered or the private calen- 
dar taken up. There is not a great deal of 
“ pork” in the private calendar, so the men who 
are looking for appropriations may win. No 
vote has yet been taken in the House on any of 
the bills upon which the committee has acted 
favorably. The roll-call will be an interesting 
illustration of the advantage of the log-rolling 
pian of conducting legislation.

A ROMANCE OF THE WAR. 


HOW AN OFFICER ESCAPED FROM PRISON AND 
WAS KILLED BY A RIVAL LOVER. 

Sauisspury, N.C., April 10.—The sequel 
of the fatal love affair of a Federal prisoner 
named Capt. Raphael Livingston, who was a 
prisoner in one of the Confederate prisons here 
during the late war, bas just come to light. 
During the last year of the war Livingston, 
through the aid of a pretty girl, managed 
to effect his escape. He was given shelter by his 
fair friend and remained in his hiding-place for a 
day andanight. Fearing capture by the Con- 
federate prison authorities, the escaped soldier 
made his way on foot through the mountains in 
the western part of this State. After 
many trials and much suffering he reached 


Wilkes County, one of the remote counties 
of that section. Then he was lucky enough to 
meet Miss Rose Austin, who interested herself in 
him and assisted him in eluding the Confederate 
officers in her neighborhood. The handsome 
thay Captain made a deep impression upon 
fiss Austin, and a mutual understanding and an 
engagement of marriuge was’ the result. Miss 
Austin managed to render such assistance 
to her lover that he got through the Southern 
lines and made his way to his home in New-York. 
In 1867, two years atter the close of the war, 
Livingston returned to Wilkes County to 
claim his bride. During the intervening years 
Charles Bird, a young farmer in the neigh- 
horhood and an old" admirer of Miss Aus- 
tin, had come between them and gained 
the giri’s affections. Soon after the young 
Captain’s reappearance in Wilkes, he one day 
suddenly disappeared without leaving any clue to 
his whereabouts. Bird und Miss Austin were 
soon afterward married, and the romance of the 
Federal officer passed out of the minds of the 
Wilkes County people. It was revived last 
night by a quarre: between Bird and his 
wiie, in which the latter informed one 
of the neighbors that Bird and two other men 
shot and killed Livingston and buried his body 
in a piece of woods. A negro, who is alleged to 
have participated, corroborated the wife’s story. 
All of the accused men were arrested to-day 
and committed to jail in Wilkes County 
to await an examination upon the charge. 
The case attracts intense interest in that 
section, where all are known, and where the miss- 
ing Federal officer was a great favorite during 
his brief and it now appears fatal visit. Mrs. 
Bird is now about 34, and is still quite pretty and 
of good family connections. 


THE SUNDAY LAW IN MEMPHIS. 


A QUESTION WHICH HAS CAUSED CONSID- 
ERABLE BAD FEELING. 
Mempnis, Tenn., April 10.—The city or- 
dinance compelling barbers to close on Sunday 
was amended to-day by the City Council so as to 
allow them to keep open until 10 o’clock 
A. M. Up to six weeks ago all places 
of business were closed except. saloons, 
which kept the back door ajar. Two newly 


elected members of the Council insisted that 
barbers be given the same privilege, and 
when President Hadden opposed the motion he 
was reminded of the privilege granted to saloons. 
In a fit ot pique he declared he would seal every- 
thing, and instructed the police to enforce the 
Sunday law rigidly. Boats at the levee were 
even forbidden to unload or load cargoes, and 
Memphis enjoyed six real Puritannical Sundays. 
During that time several lectures to large 
nudiences were given on the subject and 
every preacher in the city discoursed upon it. 
The Rev. N. M. Long, a young minister who 
made a noise in this locality some time since by 
opinions expressed in the pulpit of his Presbyte- 
rian church, and who has since established an 
independent church of his own, created a sensa- 
tion by declaring the Sunday lawsa blot on the 
statute-books. and by taking the position that 
Government had no right under the Consti- 
tution to force any man _ to observe 
Sunday in any manner’ whatever, hav- 
ing no more control over men then 
than on week days. Ten thousand copies of the 
sermon in pamphlet form were distributed. 
Judge Craft took the pulpitin the Cumberiend 
Presbyterian Church against the young minis- 
ter,and the Methodist ministers held a meeting 


and denounced Mr. Long. The excitement is as | 


intense now as at first, and it was rumored this 
evening that President Hadden, ot the City 
Council, will resign because the amendment to 
the Barber law was passed over his head.

THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 


BASINS CHOKED WITH GRASS AND WATER- 
PLANTS—BREAKS IN THE LEVEES. 

New-OrteEAns, April 10.—Yesterday a 
delegation of railroad men and planters called on 
Gov. McEnery ana the State Engineer and stated 
that the country which is covered by the waters 
from Davis crevasse is suffering seriously and is 
daily threatened with increasing damage and 
danger. The entire basin between the ridge or 
the highlands of Bayou Lafourche, and 
the ridge along the Mississippi River west 
bank, is threatened with overflow, and this water 
is higher up on the lands than was ever before 
known. They believed that this state of things 
is caused by the outlets of that basin being 


choked up with grass and water-plants, especially 
those that float upon the water, and in that way 
drift-wood and other obstructions have accumu- 
lated on the water-ways referred to, thereby 
causing the water to accumlate in this basin faster 
than it can be discharged. In order to get relief 
from this evil it is absolutely necessary to open 
the outlets. Gov. McEnery directed the engineers 
to hire a suitable steam-boat to go into the basin 
affected by the overfiow and cut out the obstruc- 
tions. Major Richardson, Chief Engineer, char- 
tered the steam-tug Idlewild to-day, and he and 
an efficient force will visit these river outlets, 
and clear the tangled sea-v' es and tropical 
water-plants complained of. 

The Chief Engineer has just returned froma 
tour of inspection of the whole Louisiana river 
bank. The estimated number of breaks in the 
levees on the right bank from the State line 
down is about 75; of these there are 50 in Tensas 
and 10 or 12 in Concordia. The extent of the 
levees destroyed by these crevasses is prob- 
ably not less than six miles. The causes 
to which the breaks below Red River are attrib- 
uted are rice flumes, crawfish holes and road 
cuts. The crevasses above Red River were pro- 
duced in nearly every case by the water running 
over the top of the levees. With the exception 
of Morgan Sea, none of the existing crevasses 
are on State levees built within two years. The 
tiood from the Davis crevasse has reached Live 
Oxk Point, 24 miles below the city, and 
its effects are being felt in Assumption 
and Lafourche. The river at New-Orleans has 
declined 13 inches below the high-water mark of 
1874, and for the past two days the water in the 
Atchafalaya has been failing. The tug-boat 
Patrol stijl lies floating out in the abandoned 
cane-field, back of the Davis crevasse, the scheme 
to float her through into Lake Salvador and 
thenceinto the Bayou Lafourche and back into 
the Mississippi, not having proved feasible, she 
will probably have to be abandoned.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A GOAT ISLAND MYSTERY WHICH CAUSES A 
SENSATION, 

BuFFALo, N. Y., April 10.—Last evening 
about 6 o’clock Thomas Vedder and Van 
R. Pierson, two prominent citizens of Sus- 
pension Bridge, started out for a drive 
around Goat Island in the Niagara River. 
Not returning home at midnight search 
was made, when the horse was found tied toa 
tree on Goat Island. Mr. Pierson was afterward 
found dead on Luna Island, near the American 


Fall, with a bullet hole in his head. Mr. Vedder 
could not be found, but his overcoat, 
undercoat, scarf, and vest were piled up 
with his hat en top, near Mr. Pierson’s body. It is 
believed he jumped into the rapids and was car- 
ried over the Falls. How the tragedy was en- 
acted is as yet a complete mystery. Mr. 
Vedder was a_ bachelor, 652 years. old, 
a member of the wholesale grocery firm 
of J. & T. Vedder, and was himself worth $150,- 
000. He was considered the last man likely to 
commit murder or suicide either, yet indications 
point to his having committed both. To avoid 
this conclusion it has been suggested that 
Mr. Pierson, in an insane fit, threw Vedder 
into the river and committed suicide; also, that 
Vedder killed him in self-defense and then com- 
mitted suicide; also, that the men fought a 
duel; but’there is nothing to support either of 
these theories. Pierson was about 48 years 
old. He leaves a widow,, who was Vedder’s 
sister, and four children. He was for 26 
years local Treasurer of the New-York Central 
Railroad, but was dismissed three weeks ago. He 
came to Suspension Bridge from Albany. Pier- 
son’s son and Vedder's brother were among the 
search party, and were very much affected at the 
discovery. A Coroner's investigation will begin 
to-morrow. No reason is known why the men 
should have driven to Goat Island for any peace- 
ful purpose.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A long thin tongue of flame shot up from 
the second fioor of the factory building Nos. 363, 
865, and 367 Rivington-street at about 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and a moment afterward the 
whole top of the building seemed to be in flames.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 10.—During a recess

Twenty-five years ago these beautiful girls 
would have been taken from their fathers and 
mothers and sold to the lowest gambler and vag- 
abond in Atlanta [immense applause] if he had 
money to buy them. I askany Christian man or 
woman in Georgia, or throughout the South, 
is this not enough to stamp upon our cause the 
signal of a glorious victory if we had nothing 
else but that ? [Deafening cheers.] Col. Bryant 
continued in areview of the aims of the Re- 
publican Party and its future prospects.

TELLING THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB OF RE- 
PUBLICAN PLANS. 

Judge Noah Davis presided at the regu- 
jar monthly meeting of the Union League Club 
last night, The attendance was very large, and 
included most of the influential members of the 
elub.

| THE INFLUENCE OF TILDEN | 


—_—o—— 
FOR WHICH CANDIDATE WILL IT 
BE EXERTED? 

CERTAINTY THAT THE SAGE WILL NOT RUN 
HIMSELF—RANDALL AND PAYNE—PRES- 
IDENTIAL GOSSIP. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Presidential 
outlook does not take on a definite outline from 
either a Republican or Democratic standpoint. 
In some respects the Republican situation de- 
veloped favorably. Their lenders have played 
the waiting game well. ‘They have allowed the 
Democrats to wrangle among themselves on the 
tariff question, whiie they have held their peace 
and quietly claimed that all interests demand a 
let-alone policy. Fortunately for them, the Mor- 
rison bill is not a scientific measure and does not 
meet the approval of the most thoughtful and 
best-informed friends of revenue reform in the 
Democratic ranks, <A horizontal reduction of 
existing duties is a crude method of legislation. 
It cures some evils, but it accomplishes but little 
good, while it does serious injury in some direc- 
tions. 

If the Democrats had perfected a scientific 
piece of tariff legislation which would have ex- 
tended the free list and given manufacturers 
cheaper raw material, they would have been 
practically united in the House of Representa- 
tives. It is barely possible for them to do this 
yet, but the danger is that such an exhibition of 
wisdom will be too late todo them much good. 
If Abram 8. Hewitt had had the ambition to be 
a leader he might have been the Moses of his par- 
ty on the tariff question. But he has felt bound 
not to antagonize his party friends on the Ways 
and Means Committee who followed the lead of 
Mr. Morrison. Personal differences between 
Hewitt and Randall have contributed to bring 
about and continue this state of things. There 
is no doubt that Mr. Rangall and his friends are 
quite willing to take a tariff bill such as Mr. 
Hewitt has indicated to his personal friends—one 
that would correct the defects of the act of 
March 3, 1883, so far as its administration is con- 
cerned, and give free carpet wool, free tin plates, 
free iron ore, free scrap-iron, and repeal the tax 
on whisky. If Mr. Hewitt does not propose such 
a bill, one like it will come from another source. 

So far as candidates are concerned the Demo- 
crats are as much at sea as they were at the 
opening of the session. The Democratic masses 
are hopeless of unity among their leaders—or 
rather their representatives here. Consequently 
they are in a dazed sort of way looking for one 
man who will answer for a candidate and a plat- 
form—whose name will be a talisman by which 
they can conjure all factions. It is, of course, a 
hopeless endeavor. It is like looking for a cam- 
bric needle in a hay-stack. 

For many reasons there has been, and still is, a 
vague belief that Mr. Tilden wili suffer himself 
to be made a candidate. But I am authorized to 
state positively that Mr. Tilden will at no dis- 
tant day set at rest all doubts about his 
candidacy by an unequivocal declaration. 
He has prepared a letter which is addressed 
to the Democratic State Convention of New- 
York in which he declines to allow his name to 
be used as a candidate. Ihave this from a gen- 
tleman who has read the letter. The samé gen- 
tleman told me Mr. Tilden’s reasons for declin- 
ing to be a candidate and the grounds upon which 
he should be compelled to decline a nomination 
even if it was unanimously tendered in spite of 
his refusal to be a candidate. He has reached 
that age at which the physical strength of the 
most vigorous man is necessarily seriously im- 
paired. He has never been a man of robust 
health. On the contrary, he has always been 
delicate. He is not a physical wreck by any 
means, and is capable of and hopes to enjoy life 
for a goodly number of years to come. His in- 
tellect is as clear and as virile as it ever was. 

But Mr. Tilden knows that he has not the 
strength to accomplish the work he would want 
todo and which would be expected of him if he 
was President of the United States. It is an of- 
fice the duties of which cannot be deputed. 
Moreover, he never has been in the habit of 
trusting to others great responsibilities. He 
does not care for the empty honor of holding the 
office of Chief Executive. The country would 
naturally look for something beyond the ordi- 
nary administration of that office at his hands. 
It would be disappointed because he would not 
have the physical endurance to accomplish the 
work which he alone could do. Instead of add- 
ing to what reputation he already has won, four 
years in the White House would only detract 
therefrom. He enjoys the life of leisure and 
varied amusement he has been leading since 1877. 
He will not abandon it. Why should he? 

It may therefore be considered as definitely 
settled that Mr. Tilden’s name will not be 
presented to the Democratic National Conven- 
tion. It may be accepted as absolutely certain 
that he will make known his wishes in this re- 
spect to the representatives of the New-York 
Democracy when they meet in State Convention. 

For whom ‘will the influence of Mr. Tilden be 
thrown? It is certain that he will not indicate 
any preference in his forthcoming letter to the 
State Convention. He has great confidence in 
Randall asa political leader. He has equal con- 
fidence in Payne, and is a great admirer of Goy. 
Hoadly. But beyond contributing a round 
sum to the campaign fund, no matter who the 
candidate may be, he will take no particular in- 
terest in the business of the ante or post conven- 
tion management of his party. He does not 
believe that the tariff question should have been 
made the prominent issue in the coming cam- 

vaign. The first great object he believes should 
1ave been the reformation of administrative 
abuses, the purification of the civil service, and 
the reorganization of executive departments so 
as to reduce to the minimum Federal patronage. 

The Tilden machine in New-York will un- 
doubtediy continue to work, possibly with in- 
creased friction, under Mr. Manning’s direction, 
for a short time at least. The result is pretty 
certain to be a delegation to Chicago nominally 
for Gov. Cleveland. I understand that Tammany 
will co-operate to this end, and that there will be 
no Anti-Tammany fight to vex the National Con- 
yention. 

Randall has the Pennsy!vania delegation to Chi- 
cago. But there are men in it who are only nom- 
inally hisfriends. It is scarcely the expectation 
of his warmest friends that he will be nominated. 
There is undoubtedly an_ understanding that 
New-England, New-York, New-Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, and Ohio will co-operate upon a 
settled line of policy to nominate an Eastern 
man, and one who has the best chance of carry- 
ing New-York, New-Jersey, and Connecticut. 

fe is understood perfectly well among the ini- 
tiated that the Payne “ boom” in Ohio has been 
worked up, and is to be kept up, simply to ena- 
ble the new machine to control the delegation 
from that State. Payne will not be a candidate. I 
assert this with the most perfect contidence that 
time will prove that ** Laffirm whereof I know.” 

How about the Republican nomination? 
There is not quite as much uncertainty involved 
in speculations as to the result of the Chicago 
Republican Convention as there is about tne out- 
come of the Democratic circus. If Blaine had 
New-England solid he would of course win. But 
his weakness there will defeat him this time, 
as it did in 1876 and in 180. But it 
does not follow that his friends will not 
make the nomination, as they did in 1880. The 
indications at the present writing are that 
Biaine’s friends will be quite strong enough to 
control the result. They will count not less than 
50 out of the 60 delegates from Pennsylvania. If 
they can secure 40 of the 72 delegates from New- 
York they count on not less than 300 votes on 
the first ballot. But this is evidently a wild cal- 
culation. It is not at all untikely that Blaine 
himself will go to Chicago at the head of the 
Maine delegation. This will, of course, depend 
on circumstances. He will not go, however, 
without a positive declaration on his part that 
under no circumstances will he be a candidate. 
He will not fly false colors. 

The Arthur machine is reported to be working 
smoothly in the Southern States: ‘I'he Tennessee 
delegation, as well as that of Arkansas, will be 
solid for him on the final ballot. Representative 
Houck will answer for Tennessee, and ex-Senator 
Powell Clayton is expected to fix Arkansas, 
There is no doubt Houck’s good faith and his 
ability to accomplish what he has undertaken are 
conceded by the best-informed anti-Arthur 
Tennesseans in. this city. Clayton has not so 
easy a job, and he is not certain to hold his con- 
tingent if he succeeds in mustering it. There 
are very close relations existing between Clay- 
ton and some of Blaine’s best friends in and out 
of Arkansas. E 

The Louisiana delegation isatrading one. It 
was made for two purposes—first, toserve Kellogg 
temporarily in his troubles here; antl second, to 
dispose of to the highest bidder at Chicago. 
Within 13 days Kellors will know how much 
service it has rendered him at the seat of govern- 
ment. 

Logan’s friends claim that the Administration 
will not have a walk over in Alabama, Georgia, 
North Carolina, and Florida, but their hopes are 
not well founded. Nominally, the delegations 
from all those States, except, possibly, Georgia, 
may be set does: for Arthur. How long they 
will stick depends entirely upon the result in 
New-York, If Arthur cannot show up with at 
least 50 votes from his own State the Southern 
contingent will begin very early to look out for 
themselves. 

Since Gen. Grant came here there has been a 
disposition on the part of Logan and his mana- 
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There is no affinity betweeu Blaine and Lincoln. 
If Blaine’s friends here had been controlling the 
“boom” they would not have brought Lincoln 
to the fure so prominently. They are rather 
afraid of his popularity. 

There is a growing impression in certain quar- 
ters that the candidacy of Gen. Grant is con- 
templated by some of the “old guard” of 1880. 
It will be quite easy to capture the Southern 
delegates for him. Nearly ali of Logan’s dele- 
gates from Illinois were members of the “old 

ard.” They took advantage of the Logan 
*boom” toslip in. But it is scarcely possible 
that a coup d’état for Grant can be successful at 
Chicago. Blaine’s friends will be strong enough 
to prevent such a move.

A WHITEWASHED ELEPHANT. 


—_e——_— 
FOREPAUGH’S ‘‘LIGHT OF ASIA” A FRAUD 
ON THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—The Philadel- 
phia Times will say to-morrow: ‘*George Gilles- 
pie, of Liverpool, England, an animal keeper 
and trainer, who arrived in this country on 
Monday, reached this city last evening 
and made the following startling affidavit 
before Wendel P. Bowman, attorney for the 
Pennsylvania Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals, in reference to the white ele- 
phant in possession of Adam Forepaugh, known 

as “ The Light of Asia:” 

“T am an animal keeper and trainer, and 
have been in the business and in the employ 
of William Cross, an animal dealer, of 
No. 18 Earl-street, Liverpool, England, for 
about 23 years. During the past 18 months 
I have been constantly in his employ. Among 
the animals that Cross had was a small clephant 
named Tiny. He was about 2 feet 3 inchesin 
height. of ordinary color, and had small 
tusks about as thick as a cigar. ‘Tiny' was 
purchased shortly before last Christmas by 
Samuel Watson, the agent of Adam Fore- 


paugh. For about eight months before his 
shipment to America, which took place on 
March 8,I wasin charge of him. About three 
weeks before his shipment Watson ordered: him 
to be covered over with a composition of Paris 
white mixed with size and a _ fiesh-colored 
pink composition also containing size. Watson 
ordered this done for the purpose of making 
the animal look white. This composition 
was —— about 50 times before the 
elephan was shipped to America, and 
his skin became  blistered, and _ sores 
and boils broke out on _ various. parts 
of his body, on which was applied Friar’s balsam 
for the purpose of relieving the animal. The 
sores caused and still cause the elephant pain 
and restlessness, and if persisted in the coloring 
rocess Will kill him. After his arrival m New- 
fork ‘Tiny’ was sent to Philadelphia, 
where Adam Forepaugh now has _ him, 
Watson went with the elephant. I am in- 
formed that fForepaugh Mis now con- 
tinuin the coloring process upon the 
animal for the purpose of exhibiting him as 
a white elephant. Upon the arrival of the 
Alaska in New-York Bay. Fulford, a 
man who had assisted in the coloring of 
the elephant in Liverpool, came on board and 
offered me employment with Forepaugh at a 
high salary, saying that he did not wish me to 
ay yee ng about the painting of the elephant.” 
illespie alleged in conversation that Adam 
Forepaugh had three or four elephants of about 
the same size as * Tiny,” which he intended 
to use as substitutes in the event of 
the painted animal's death. Gillespie is a 
tall, fair-complexioned, intelligent-looking Eng- 
lishman about 34 years of age,and is accompa- 
nied to this country by Robert Hughes, a young 
fellow about 20 years old, also an animal trainer, 
who corroborates the affidavits made by him.

A HARD-FOUGHT GAME WITH THE NEW-

THE ERIES CLAIM AGAINST 
MHENRY SETTLED. 

WHICH THE ENGLISH 
RAILROAD MAN NARROWLY ESCAPED 
BEING ARRESTED HERE. 

The settlement of the claim of the Erie 
Railway against James McHenry, who sailed for 
England in the Servia. Thursday, was confirmed 
yesterday by the President, Hugh J. Jewett, of 
the Erie Company. The judgments obtained by 
the Erie against Mr. McHenry amounted to 
$2,300,000. The company held 11,477 shares of the 
stock of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis Railroad and 13,000 Atlantic 
and Great Western extension certificates, repre- 
senting alike number of the shares of the same 
stock. The securities were to be turned over to 
Mr. McHenry on the satistaction of the judg- 
ment. Mr, McHenry did not once have a personal 
interview with Mr. Jewett, but sent the latter a 
number of propositions in writing after his ar- 
ri\ ai in this country from London, all of which 
were declined. When Mr. McHenry came Mr. 
Jewett was informed that the object of his visit 
here was to settle the matter. 

On Sunday Mr. Jewett became satisfied that 
Mr. McHenry intended to sail on Wednesday. On 
Tuesday he began supplemental proceedings to 
develop Mr. McHenry’s resources and secured an 
order for his arrest. Mr. Jewett took this step 
because he dia not believe Mr. McHenry intend- 


ed to effect a settlement. Mr. Jewett sketched 
the last proposition on the day of Mr. McHenry’s 
sailing. It was that Mr. McHenry should sur- 
render his claim on the securities, for which 
a market value of © $1,500,000 was struck, 
taking the New-York and London quo- 
tations as a basis. That left $800,000 due. 
Mr. McHen made a written agreement 
to pay one-half in one year and the remainder in 
two years. Then a discontinuance of the order 
of arrest was secured. The balance due, Mr. 
Jewett said, was unsecured, but was a claim 
against any wealth developed. Mr. Jewett added 
that the matter was now finally settled. He did 
not allow his personal feeling to interfere with 
the interests of the company, otherwise he would 
have caused the arrest of Mr. McHenry on the 
first night of his arrival here. If Mr. McHenry 
had not settled he would not have left the coun- 


try. 

g L. M. Barlow, counsel for the Erie in-the 
matter, said the ‘transfer of. the securities was 
made tohim. The discontinuance of the order 
of arrest was sent to the Marshal, who was wait- 
ing for Mr. McHenry on the vessel.

RESTIVE UNDER LOW RATES. 

Cuicaao, April 10.—During the past few 
days east-bound freight shipments have fallen 
off materially, and it is believed the decrease for 
this week will be 25,000 tons, as compared with 
last week, when 90,000 tons were carried.

prices of grain and partly to the belief among 
prs pee that the fifteen-cent rate will continue, 
and that there is no hurry about ahionine.

SILVER NOT CAPITAL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

In the many communications relating to 
the silver question the present continuous mis- 
chief being wrought by the coinage of silver dol- 
lars is not given due weight. We have during 
the past three years expended not less than $60,- 
000,000 worth of our working capital to produce 
the silver warehoused during that period by the 
Treasury Department. The delusion which 
blinds the silver advocates to the folly of their 
course appears to be that of capital and 
currency being identical. Productive capi- 


tal is. that which feeds, clothes, and 
shelters the workman while he is 
producing unew, and is, like the farmer’s seed, 
= productive by being consumed. The pros- 
perity of a nation depends upon the replacement 
of this consumed capital with an addition as 
profit from the new production. This new pro- 
duction may bein the form of food and mate- 
rials capable of being consumed again in their 
turn, or of something else which can be ex- 
changed in the markets of the world for such 
new consumable capital. Silver produced can 
be so exchanged and the process of reproduc- 
tion go forward continuously with a profit. 
It, however, that silver is locked up 
where* it can be of no use, preventing its 
exchange for consumable wealth, there is just so 
much abstracted from our productive capital as 
it (the silver) costs to produce, and a new draft 
must be made upon what remains to replace 
what is necessary for the continuance of work in 
silver production. Currency, instead of being 
available capital, is but the vehicle for its con- 
veyance—the medium by which it is tranferred 
and applied. Currency cannot be consumed like 
real capital, therefore is not in itself productive. 
Workmen cannot eat, drink, or wear bank notes 
or silver certificates; they must be exchanged to 
be useful—that is, they are but orders for capi- 
tal, and add nothing to our available wealth. 

A nation is an aggregate of individuals, and 
must be considered as an individual when treat- 
ing of its wealth and resources. The available 
capital of the nation is that which it holds in such 
forms.as can be used for reproduction, and also 
that which = be exchanged abroad for other cap- 
ital in like uSeful form. The issue of silver certifi- 
cates will not get us any additional capital from 
abroad to make up for the amount consumed in 
producing the $60,000,000 worth of silver in 
the years 1881, 1882, and 1883. Even if the 
people were willing to accept the silver 
or its representative certificates for general use, 
as they are not, it could only bring us consum- 
able capital from abroad by displacing gold to be 
sentin payment therefor. The truth is our ex- 
porte have been diminished by just the amount 

bat this to us useless silver would have sold for 
in the world’s market as an article of merchan- 
dise. The result we see in such a turn of the ex- 
changes against us, that instead of importing 
gold,as we should be doing with unrestricted 
trade, we are exporting gold to pay balances 
against us that should have been paid in silver. 

If we must have a continued coinage of silver, 
let the silver dollar bein reality what it now only 
pretends to be, a dollar’s worth of metal. The 
action of this Governmentin attempting to force 
upon the people 85 cents worth of silver for a 
dollar differs in no essential point from the dis- 
honest action of European Kin in times hap- 
pily long gone by, who debased the coinage 
enable them to defraud their creditors. Some of 
the strongest advocates of silver coinage assume 
that we must have a contraction or the na- 
tional bank circulation, caused by the payment 
of the national debt, and that silver will 
take the place of bank-notes so withdrawn, thus 
saving the country from financial disaster. 
Were the silver dollars worth a dollar this argu- 
ment would have much force, but’as a bank- 
note will bring its holder the face value in gold 
this argument does not hold good. The fact of 
the silver dollar being intrinsically worth but, 85 
cents in gold would destroy its usefulness in 
such anemergency. The stringency of contrac- 
tion would be intensified by the withdrawal and 
hoarding of gold should payment by Govern- 
ment in silver become a neeessity. hat: con- 
tinued coinage of silver will eventually: make

OTHELLO DONE IN BLACK 


FIRST REHEARSAL OF A COLORED 
TROUPE. 
DESDEMONA,AND HER LORD DECLAIMING It 
SALMI MORSE’S OLD THEATRE, PREPAR: 

ING FOR A PUBLIC PERFORMANCE, 

For years the colored people of New. 
York have noticed, with growing discontent, 
that, however gifted their orators might' be ix 
the itinerant pulpit or upon the en- 
thusiastic platform of the alluring camp- 
meeting, no gentleman or lady of color 
had posed before the world as a fol- 
jower of the histrionic art. There were the 
minstrels and the ham-fat men, to be sure, but 
no self-respecting colored man would give coun- 
tenance to such low-down imitations cf white 
trash foolishness. It has long been felt that 
no person in the upper circles of colored 
society could as much as think of a 
race theatre until one of Shakespeare’s 
best tragedies had been placed upon the boards 
by colored actors and actresses of undoubted 
ability. Wistful Desdemonas and voiceless Othel- 
los need despair no longer, for in a few weeks— 
fortuitous circumstances permitting—a colored 
theatre will be established in this city with 9, full 
company of trained performers. 

The first rehearsal of the new, company was 
given on the. stage ‘of the Twenty-third-Street 
Theatre—now the Twenty-third-Street Taber- 
nacle—last evening, As any one of reasonable 
powers of coniecture might imagine, the play 


was * Othello.”. The claim has never been dis- 

uted that when William Shakespeare wrote the 

ragedy of ** Othello” he had in mind the latent 
capabilities of the colored people wherever their 
imitative minds came in contact with the pro- 
cone spirit of advancing civilization. The re- 

earsal was strictly private. Fearing the ridicule 
of the entire dramatic profession, the manager, 
Mr. Shelley, who has taken hold of the enter- 
prise from motives of speculation, has compelled 
his company to study their lines in secret, requir- 
ingin addition that each performer should be 
able to read his part at the first rehearsal with 
little reference to the printed text. The members 
of the company came fully prepared with not 
only the acting version, but the full play. The 
result was surprising. 

At 8 o’clock six men.and.two women filea 
through the stage door and gazed about {with 
something like awe pictured upon their dusky 
faces. Overhead was a labyrinth of beams and 
rafters and racks for scenes. At the sides 
of .the stage the dim shadows cast by 
two flickering gas-jets danced upon painted 
canvas, broken-backed chairs, an the 
tawdry paraphernalia of. stage siting. In the 
pit of the theatre, beyond the heavy drop-cur- 
tain, the Rey. Mr. Simpson’s band of religious 
followers were beginning to’singahymn. The 
sound came faintly andin waves, like the beat- 
ing of the surf upon a low, sandy shore. Silence 
fell upon the little group, and no one stirred. 

“Now, then, we’ll begin,” said the manager, a 
thick-set’ young man ina cutaway coat and 
derby hat. -** Billy, youold bloke, get up by that 
fiat and do the prompting.” 

An aged man, with a long, white beard, shuf- 
fled across the dusty floor, and, pulling out of his 
overcoat pocket a dog-eared book, gazed calmly 
through his spectacles at a row of dusky faces. 

**Here, now, Othello,” said the young man, 
briskly,.“* have you got your lines ?”’ 

“You bet yo’ life, Sah! Hold yo’ hands, both 
yo’ ob my ’nclining and de rest. Were it my cue 
to fight, I should have —”’ 

“Hold your mouth, there, will you?” inter- 
rupted ‘the young maninalarm. “It you roar 
like that you'll have the whole Salvation Army 
back here in less than no time.” 

Othello: unbottoned his coat, swelled. out his 
chest, and waited. This Othello will not need 
making up when he appears before the public. 
He bears a strong resemblance to John McCul- 
lough, when John, as Othelio, has painted his 
face several shades blacker than usual. He has 
a coast-line of black whiskers around his jaws 
and a wealth of bristly hair just above his eyes. 
Moreover, he is big and gaunt and unwieldly, 
and as black as the traditional ace of spades. 

‘** Desdemona, step out,” said the young man, 
bowing gravely. 

“Here I is, boss, an’ yo’,can bet yo’ life I’ve 
got ’er down fine.” And with these dramatic 
words a willowy mulatto girl kicked aside her 
train and swayed into the centre of the stage. 

** Listen to dis yer, now: * But here’s me hus- 
band; and so much duty as me mother showed 
to you, so much I challenge that I may perfess 
due to the Moor, me lohd !’” 

While the manager’s face screwed itself up into 
a hard knot and the janitor went outside to 
laugh, Desdemona threw herself with what is 
sometimes known as a dull thud upon the bosom 
of the complacent Othello, who, realizing the im- 

ortance of the situation, threw his arms around 

er waist and struck an attitude as though bow- 
ing to applause from the private boxes. 

““How’s dat, boss?” asked Desdemona, with 
conscious pride. 
befo.’ ” 

“You'll bring down the house,” said the man- 
ager calmly. 

Brabantio, a mild-looking young man with 
toothpick shoes; Iago, who resembled an inter- 
rogation point in Silhouette; Roderigo, a fat man 
with tight trousers; Cassio, who wore a salmon- 
colored Spring overcoat, andthe Duke of Venice. 
whose Dundreary whiskers claimed a great deal 
of. attention from Emilia, a sprightly Fee 
quadroon, stood ‘in’a-row,:and with shining 
teeth and glistening eyes, watched the drilling 
of Desdemona end Othello. The rest of the cast 
was lacking. 

A part of the first act: was gone through with 
the aid:of the books. The young manager 
seemed to differ materially with Booth, McCul- 
lough, and Barrett regarding the interpretation 
of the text, but the difference was in favor of the 
colored actors, who gave to the lines a force and 
originality, combined with an improved style of 
pronunciation, that no prominent tragedian of 
the present age can hope to imitate. 

It was in scene 2, Act V., that Othello rose to the 
height of his power. Desdemona sat in a chair, 
teigning weep. Othello, animaginary dagger in 
his upraised hand, crept across the stage like a 
prowling tiger. Behind the chair he spoke: 

“ It is the cause, it is the cause, my soul, 
Let me not name it to you, you chaste stars! 
It is the cause—yet I'll not shed her blood; 
Nor scar that whiter skin of hers than snow, 
And smooth as monumental alabaster. 
Yet she must die—’ 

The row of actors guffawed. “I say, boss,” 
said Brabantio,.‘“* What yer going to do ’bout 
that whiter skin dan snow business? Goin’ ter 
skip dat ?”’ 

The manager could not reply. and the rehearsal 
went on. It was finished when Othello, raging 
fiercely up and down before a cringing Iago, 
stabbed himself with a wooden mag yer and fell in 
a heap on Desdemona’s train. hen this was 
done the janitor found courage enough to come 
back and close the theatre.

DISCUSSION AMONG DOCTORS. 

The Society of Medical Jurisprudence 
and State Medicine met in the hall of the Acad- 
emy of Medicine, No. 12 West Thirty-first-street, 
last evening.

COOK AND GIBSON CHARGED WITH 
RECEIVING BRIBES. 
ISPECTOR WOODWARD CORROBCAATES MR. 

JAMES’S TESTIMONY AND CHARGES THAT 


GOVERNMENT LAWYERS SOLD OUT. 

WasHrncron, April 10.—Mr. P. H. Wood- 
ward, Inspector of the Post Office Department, 
was examined by Mr. Springer’s committee this 
morning in relation to the star route frauds. He 
said he was first summoned to Washington to 
take part in the star route investigations on 
March 10, 1881. He made an examination of the 
route from Mineral Park, Arizona, to Pioche, 
Nev.,; the pay of which was advanced in eight 
months from $2,982 to $52,083 annually. “On 
Saturday evening,” the witness said, ‘I showed 
the results of my initial examinations to Mr. 
James. He was amazed at the revelation, and 
hurried me off to the White House. On look- 
ing over the figures President Garfield 
shared in the astonishment of the Postmaster 
General. At first he could hardly credit their 
genuineness, In reply to a question from Mr. 
James respecting the policy to be pursued, he 
gaid in substance: ‘I have sworn to uphold the 
Constitution and the laws. I shall do my full 
duty. My instructions to you are, cut the ulcer 
out, no matter who it hurts.’ With much im- 
pressiveness of manner Gen. Garfield referred to 
some mysterious attempt to entrap him, the 
meaning of which was now first revealed to him. 
He added, that it was by no wisdom or foresight 
of his own that he had escaped a great peril. 
Our silent curiosity,” continued Mr. Wood- 
ward, “ was not gratified by further explanation. 


At this interview I first learned that the investi- 
gation was likely to lead to criminal prosecu- 
tions. The decisive order was given by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.” 

Tbe witness referred to the resignation of 
Brady and French as Post Office officials, and of 
the employment of A. M. Gibson as special coun- 
sel, the latter having “intimated that he 
possessed a minute knowledge of the inner his- 
tory of the frauds and the influence to_press im- 
portant witnesses into use.” Mr. Woodward de- 
scribed the information given by Mr. George F. 
Brott, which, he said, “ led to the forced retire- 
ment from office of J. M. McGrew, Sixth Auditor, 
and of Frederick B. Lilley, Deputy Sixth Audi- 
tor.” The witness continued: “In May, 1881, 
Mr. Gibson ardently urged the employment of 
William A. Cook in the cases, and invoked my aid. 
So far as I remember, his recommendations were 
oral, and I orally but mildly reinforced them. 
Soon after the engagement of Mr. Cook was 

ublicly announced | received a summons from 

-resident Garfield to be at the White House at a 
designated hour. Without much preface, he 
said he had sent for me to ask if I could explain 
how the appointment came to be made; that the 
day before a Judge of the Supreme Court had 
informed him that Cook was one of the most dis- 
reputable members of the Washington Bar, and 
that the selection was a disgrace to the Admin- 
istration. I attempted to justify the — 
ment on the ground that, as the investigation 
widened, it would be desirable to have in the 
cases a local lawyer who possesed an intimate 
and extensive knowledge, not only of the 
criminal class, but also of the darker elements 
that go to make up the life of the District. The 
President seemed partially satisfied.” 

The witness then gave a detailed account of 
the confession of Rerdell, He said: *“Rerdell ex- 
hibited a memorandum alleged to be in the writ- 
ing of Stephen W. Dorsey, charging to the firm 
the following donations of mining stock: James 
N. Tyner, 1,500 shares, $2,000; A. M. Gibson, 1,500 
shares, $2,000; William H.‘Turner, 1,200 shares, 
$1,500. In one instance within the knowledge of 
Rerdell, Dorsey paid $2,000 on the bonds of fail- 
ing bidders to secure a settlement. Of this sum 
$1,000 reached the public Treasury and $1,000 the 

ckets of the Sixth Auditor and his deputy. 

erdell soon yielded to the importunities of his 
old associates. At that time he possessed valua- 
ble papers, and would have made an important 
witness. I shall never forgive myself that un- 
due deference to official station deterred me 
from cleaving to this man till the last scrap of 
evidence had been wrung from him. The hand 
of one could have held him firmly, but from our 
joint grasp he was easily fished away.” 

Mr. Woodward said the representations of Mr. 
Cook, that he had several private interviews 
with President Garfield prior to the time he was 
introduced by Mr. James, were false. *“*On that 
occasion,” the witness continued, ** other topics 
were broached more pregnant with significance 
than comments on the progress of cases orsensa- 
tional warnings in reference to dangers threaten- 
ing the President and two of his Cabinet. Mr: 
Cook insisted that immunity should be granted to 
Stephen W. Dorsey, on account of his greatserv- 
ices to the Republican Party. In answer, I mod- 
estly suggested that penal laws and penitentiaries 
were not devised for the exclusive benefit. of 
Democrats. To illustrate the total depravity of 
the star routers, Mr. Cook told the President that 
Gen. Brady had already attempted to corrupt 
even him. He said he had been invited to meet a 
representative of that gentleman at the Port- 
land; that, fearing a trap, he declined to go 
thither, but did receive the representative at his 
own office, having first prudently concealed a de- 
tective under the bed to overhear the conversa- 
tion. I serutinized the face of Mr. Garfield to 
discover the impression made upon his mind by 
these strange outpourings, but his impassive 
features gave no response. In view of the 
fact, however, that in a community where he 
had lived for many years, and where his charac- 
ter was minutely known, the virtue of Mr. Cook 
had so soon been rudely tempted one could not 
help asking mentally how long it would be able 
to resist the shock. Gen. Swaim, the close per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Garfield, thoroughly familiar 
with the inner history of his brief Administra- 


tion, remembers the indignation of the President ; 


over the appointment of Mr. Cook, and my sum- 
mons to the White House in quest of an expla- 
nation. He remembers the prudential reasons 
which withheld the President from ordering the 
summary dismissal of Mr. Cook on account of 
his moral unfitness for the trust.”’ 

The witness said that he began systematically 
to prepare the cases for trial toward the close of 
September, 188], using the files and other depart- 
mental papers. There was added an abstract of 
the proofs furnished by the traveling Inspectors. 
This work was continued until June, 1882. In 
reference to the Brott indictment Mr. Woodward 
said: ** William Lilley told me often that William 
A. Cook for $1,000 guaranteed immunity to Fred- 
erick Lilley, and that on the very day when we 
appeared before the commission $250 of the fee, 
through the underground channels employed 
for the conduct of the business, had already 
found its way into tho pocket of Cook. After 
yaany hints William Lilley finally told me 
that of his own knowledge Cook and 
Gibson were selling out the Government; that a 
burglarious seizure of the papers had been dis- 
covered, and that when the catastrophe came it 
would be so contrived as to ruin me if possible. 
Through my unwise and ill-starred efforts Mr. 
Gibson had been employed to assist in the in- 
vestigation. From the day the fact was an- 
nounced I had been compelled to defend his rep- 
utation, which, too late, I found to be unsavory. 
Still, in the face of increasing difficulties, I 
treated him as one associate should treat another. 
My reward had come. While I was absorbed in 
preparing the evidence to be presented to a petit 
jury he was equally absorbed pag aring a 
screed to glorify himself. I told Mr. James in 
the presence of Mr. Gibson that all further co- 
operative relations between Mr. Gibson and my- 
self were at an end.” 

Referring toithe report of Mr. Gibson on the 
Prescott and Phoenix route, in which it is stated 
that there is no proof of fraud, the witness said 
that if this statement were correct there was no 
proot of fraud in any case arising under the ad- 
ministration of Gen. Brady. The presence of Mr. 
Gibson had become unbearable. No one could 
foresee what might be the next manifestation of 
his apparently innate and incurable depravity. 
Witness had suddenly changed the lock combi- 
nation, and Mr. Gibson had tacitly confessed the 
justice of this proceeding by never asking for an 
explanation. ‘he witness saida number of ab- 
stracts of papers were sent to Mr. Cook. “Two 
of these,” he continued, * relating to Sanderson 
have not yet been returned. The matter refiect- 
ing upon Mr. Kidder and printed in the New- 
York Sun Feb. 23, 1884, went to Mr. Cook, Oct. 
15, 1881. It wasin the writing of Major Reeves, 
and is the only copy that ever left our office ex- 
cept this specific one.

POLICE JUSTICE O’REILLY INDIGNANTLY RE- 
BUKES A COMPLAINANT. 

An exciting scene occurred in the Har- 
lem’ Police Court late yesterday afternoon. 
Officer Green of the Twenty-third Precinct, 
ushered a tall, neatly attired woman about 50 
years of age into the room. She had barely 
entered when she broke away from the officer, 
rushed wildly up to Justice Reilly, and appealed 
to him in language made incoherent by her ex- 
citement. She would have fallen to the floor in 
a swoon had she not been caught by Officers 


Bennett and Tieman, who led her toaseat and 
procured water for her. 

A large and portly woman, rather expensively 
dressed, followed leisurely to prefer a charge of 
larceny against the first comer. She stated that 
her name was Annie Ryan, and that she lived at 
No. 944 Eighth-avenue.~ “*On the 24th of Feb- 
ruary this woman stole a diamond stud worth $60 
from me,”’ said she. 

*“ But I paid you for it, although I never stole 
it,” the prisoner interrupted. The latter pro- 
duced a receipt for $40 and said that she had paid 
her accuser more on the way to court. This 
the complainant did not deny, and after awhile 
the following facts were elicited: The accused, 
whose name was Martha M. Ware, called on Mrs. 
Ryan on the date mentioned, they being old ac- 
quaintances, and Mrs. Ryan brought out her aia- 
monds to show them. An hour anda half later 
she missed the stud and accused her visitor of 
ha taken it. Mrs. Ware has charge of an in- 
valid lady in Astoria, Long Island, whose rela- 
tives are in Europe, and fearing that she would 
lose her place if accused of theft, agreed to pay 
for the diamond, and did pay . esterday 
Mrs. Ryan waited in the Astoria ferry-house up- 
ward of an hour and met Mrs. Ware as she came 
off the boat. She demanded the balance of the 
money, and, as Mrs. Ware did not give it to’her, 
caused her arrest. Terrified almost into hys- 
terics, the accused handed Mrs. Ryan the $20, al- 
though she assured the Judge that she never stole 
the diamond, and her statement was believed. 

Justice O'Reilly told the complainant that. she 
ought to be the prisoner, as it looked very much 
like a case of black-mail. He made her refund 
the $20, dismissed the complaint, and told the 
prisoner to bring suit to recover the $40. The 
women had barely left the court when Mrs. Ware 
returned and said Mrs, Ryan had tried to make 
her give up the $20. Officers were sent out to 
arrest Mrs. Ryan if she molested Mrs. Ware again.

This com- 
pound is sold as ** pure, good coffee,” at 5centsa 
cup, including sugar and milk sufficient to make 
it at all palatable. Some of tho’ restaurants” of 
the worst grade keep open all Rw after a cer- 
tain hour for the exclusive sale of this poisonous 
fluid to car drivers and conductors who have 
just about time enough to swallow a cupful, but 
not sufficient time to eat anything they could 
buy at the same place. 

The result of the onelyes made by Dr. Edson 
will be officially submitted to the Board of 
Health, and it is thought that criminal proceed- 
ings will at once be [instituted against the ven- 
dors and manufacturers of this compound.

CLAIMS ARISING OUT OF THE REVOLUTION 
IN HAYTI. 

Havana, April -10.—Advices from St. 
Thomas of April 5 state that on March 24 the 
American training ship Portsmouth arrived there 
from Guadalupe. : 

The latest advices from Hayti state that on 
March 20 the Italian transport Comte de Cavour 
arrived at Port au Prince. The object of its visit 
is to seek satisfaction for the act of the Haytians 
who some time ago took from an Italian bark at 
Petit Goave two insurgents and shot them. 

Mr. J. M. Langston, the American Minister at 
Port au Prince, has demanded of the Haytian 
Government the payment of $400,000 as an in- 
demnity for the American losses on account of 
the riots last September, or the surrender of the 
Mole Saint Nicholas as a guarantee that the 
money will be paid. The German claims for the 
same cause amount to $500,000. The French 
claims h an equal sum, and the English 
claims are 000. 

The Havtian Government has put into circula- 
tion the dreaded additional $1,000,000 of paper 
money. The number of persons killed during 
the revolution is officially declared to have been 
7,000.

A DYNAMITE INFORMER IN OTTAWA.

THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 
PROJECT REVIVED. 
PROVISION FOR A COMMISSION TO CONSIDER 
THE SCHEME—A LETTER FROM SECRE- 


TARY FRELINGHUYSEN. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations to-day reported adversely and 
recommended the indefinite postponement of three 
bills relating to the establishment, upon a firm and 
lasting basis, of peaceful and reciprocal commercial re- 
lations between the countries of Central and South 
America and the United States. In place of these bills 
the committee reported an amendment to the Con- 
sular and Diplomatic bill, which provides that $100,000 
be appropriated to enable the President to com- 
pensate a commission to examine and _  re- 
port upon the relations of the United States 
with the several countries of Central and South Amer- 
ica, and upon the best modes of securing intimate na- 
tional and commercial relations between them and the 
United States; to enable him to defray the expenses 
of such commission, should it be deemed advisable 
for it, or any members of it, to visit any of said coun- 
tries, and alsoto enable him to compensate delegates 
of the United States to a congress of these States, to 
be held in Washington, should it be deemed advisable 
to convene such a congress after the report of the com- 
mission shall have been made, and to meet such por- 
tions of the expenses of said congress as it may be 
proper for the United States to pay. 

In submitting this proposed amendment, which it 
asks to have referred to the Appropriations Committee, 
the Foreign Relations Committee presents as a part of 
its report, a letter from the Secretary of State, dated 


March 20, approving the proposed amendment. The 
letter is addressed to Senator Miller, Chairman of the 
Committee, and is as follows: 

“T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 5th inst., inciosing copies of two eopeces 
amendments to the Consular and Diplomatic bill for an 
ee to defray the expenses of a conference 
of independent American nations to promote com- 
merce and general . and in which you inform me 
of the courtesy of the committee in submitting the 
amendments for my consideration, with the request, if 
the President approve of the proposition, to place it 
within his power, so faras expenses are concerned, to 
invite such a conference, thug I submit a draft of 
an amendment, such as I regard as proper, 
or that ] indicate which of the two I prefer. 
I am thoroughly convinced of the advisability of knit- 
ting closely our relations with the States of this con- 
tinent, and no effort on my part shall be wanting to ac- 
complish a result so consonant with the constant policy 
of this country and in the spirit of the Monroe doc- 
trine, which, in excluding foreign political interfer- 
ence a the common interest of the States of 
North and South America. It is the history of all 
diplomacy that close — *relations and friendships 
— from unity of commercial interests. The mer- 
chant or trader is the forerunner and aid to diplomatic 
intimacy and international amity. With the spirit of 
the proposed amendments I am in ony. 

* But certain practical a to the mode a. 4 
gested occur to me. I fear that a congress so soon 
meet, without previous conference with the several 
Governments and without the preparation of a well- 
digested programme for discussion, might be unable to 
accomplish a valuable result. The views of the States 
which areto be parties to the conference should be ob- 
tained, their wishes and aims carefully considered, and 
thereupon the scope and purpose of the con care- 
fully defined and outlined in the invitation. ‘The 
disadvantage of summoning a congress with- 
out some definite assurance of general accord 
and wituout an announcement of its programme, was 
shown in 1880, when the Colombian vernment con- 
voked a congress of Spanish-American States at Pan- 
ama, to concert measures for preserving peace betWeen 
them by means of international arbitration. Few States 
were represented, and the conference failed to develop 
unity of views and broke up without accompli 
anyt ing except, perhaps, a prejudice inst the re- 
newal of the project. Moreover, it is probable that the 
other States, certuinly the smaller and leas powerful 
among them, would desire a treaty of alliance, re- 
quiring of the United States protection and defense 
in. case of attack, not only By oy powers, 
but by their more powerful neighbors on this continent. 
Material aid also in the construction of their railroads 
and other similar public works would be expected, 
neither of which propositions could be entertained by 
us. In the conference the smallest State would have 
a voice equal to that of the United States, and while we 
need not necessarily be bound by the conclusions 
reached, it would weaken rather than strengthen our 
influences with these countries if we should feel forced 
to reject measures adopted by the conference. 

Considerations of much this character influenced the 
failure of the notable project foran American congress at 
Panama during Mr. Adums’s Administration in 1528-9. 
The congress was peaposes by the South American 
States, then recogn: by us as independent, but still 
nominally at war with Spain. Its purposes were mutual 
alliance and preservation of peace among them. Pres- 
ident Adams and Mr. Ciay favored the project, but con- 
tinued opposition, in and out of Congress, developed 
the general belief that the only result would be to 
make the United States the .resgonsible protector of 
the whole republican system of the continent, thus 

ving the minor States the benefit of a special protec- 

ection which the United States did not need for them- 
selves and could not adequately expect from the rest. 
The United States Commissioner, although appointed, 
did not attend the congress, and, owing to the disor- 
dered condition and contiicting interests of the Spanish 
American States, it attained no result. See note to 
Dapa’s Wheaton, page 8¥ et seq.: 

“The true plan, it seems to me, is to make a series of 
reciprocity treaties with the States of Central and South 
America, ~ care that those manufactures and, as 
far as practicable, those products which would come 
into competition with our own manufactures and pro- 
ducts, should not be admitted to the free list. By these 
treaties we might secure for valuable consideration, so 
as not to violate the most favored nation clause of other 
treaties, further substantial advantages, such, for ex- 
onpie as the free navigation of their coasts, rivers, 
and lakes. Indiscriminate rcduction of duties on ma- 
terials peculiarily the production of Central and South 
America would take from us the ability to offer re- 
Suro, and we would thus lose the opportunity to se- 
cure valuable trade. Removal of duties from coffee, 
without greatly cheapening its price, deprived us of the 

wer to negotiate with the coffee growing countries of 
Bpanish America; highly advantageous reciprocity 
treaties and indiscriminate reduction of duties on 
sugar would complete our inability to establish favora- 
ble commercial relations with countries which form 
our natural market, and from which we are now al- 
most entirely excluded. If we contine the reduction of 
duties on such articles as sugar and coffee to those 
Spanish American countries which are willing to ne- 
gotiate with us treaties of reciprocity, we cheapen 
these products for our own people, and at the same 
time gain the control of those markets for the prod- 
ucts of our tields and factories. 

* Another point seems well worthy of consideration. 
The United States are great producers of silver, and 
every market which can be opened for this valuable 
product is to our direct advantage. Great Britain, on 
the other hand, strives to disparage and exclude it asa 
means of exchange, for its use in this way depreciates 
her wealth and works to her disadvantage. The States 
of Central and South America are also silver producers 
with interests like ours. It would therefore be advan- 
tageous, and is probably practicable, to agree upon a 
common silver coin, equal in value, say, to our gold 
dollar, orto some other appropriate standard, which, 
under proper regulation as to coinage, &c., should be 
current in all the countries of this continent. Thus, 
value would be given to our silver products, and com- 
merce with these countries would be aided, 

“I suggest that it would be well to make an appro- 
priation giving to the President power to appoint a 
commission to carefully consider what the best inter- 
ests of North and South America and the isthmus re- 
quire; to send, if found advisable, delegates to confer 
with the Governments of the other countries, and after 
this commission bas made its report upon the most 
feasible means of carrying out measures of mutual ad- 
vantage, then empowering the President, if he sees 
proper, to call the convention.

THE ST. GEORGE ROBBERIES. 


JANITOR CLOYES ARRESTED, 
THEN DISCHARGED. 
William O. Cloyes, the janitor of the St. 
George flats, was taken before Justice Murray, 
in the Fifty-seventh-Street Court, yesterday 
afternoon, to answer a charge made by Fireman 
Campbell, of Engine No. 14. Campbell stated, dur- 
ing the investigation held at the Eighteenth Pre- 
cinct Station yesterday forenoon, that he was 
hit in the head by a falling ladder at the fire in 
the St. George flats, and was in consequence or- 
dered off duty. Fireman Campbell says that he 
went intoa room on the third floor and saw 


Janitor Cloyes put his hand underneath some 
tarpaulins and pull out a watchand chain. When 
Cloyes explained that he was the janitor, Camp- 
bell told him to report the watch to the Insur- 
ance Patrol. This Cloyes did not do. Campbell 
said he had not reported the matter sooner be- 
cause he was ordered off duty the next day, and 
knew nothing of the robbery until he heard of 
the charge made against the firemen. 

The fact was brought out before Justice Mur- 
ray that in the room directly below the one men- 
tioned by the fireman, a watch and chain had 
been taken from a bureau (which was covered 
with tarpaulin) ~~ the janitor and delivered to 
the owner. Janitor Cloyes said that he had met 
the fireman in this room. Mrs. Parsons, the lad 
to whom the lost watch and chain belonged, 
testified that the watch had not been used for 
some time, and that it lay in a case to open 
which considerable pressure was necessary. 
When the complaint was presented to her hus- 
band, Albert R. Parsons, he refused to sign it, 
saying that he did not believe that the janitor 
had taken the watch. In view of these facts 
Justices Murray discharged the prisoner. He said 
that it was probable that the fireman, being 
dazed by the blow, was not certain of the room 
into which he had entered and that he had simply 
seen the janitor taking out Mrs. Parsons’s watch. 

Louis ‘aing, the elevator boy, who was seen 
by a fireman searching bureau drawers in one of 
the rooms, said that he had been directed to do 
60 by the occupant of the room.

QUEER LAW IN NEW-JERSEY.

DECLARING A WOMAN A PAUPER FOR AC- 
CEPTING THE GIFT OF A COFFIN. 

A legal contest is going on between 
Union County and the township of Milburn, in 
Essex County, over an alleged attempt on the 
part of the Milburn authorities to throw the 
care ofan alleged pauper upon the Union au- 
thorities. Mrs. Mary Mason, a widow well ad- 
vanced in years, hired premises in Milburn, fur- 
nished them, and supported herself by selling 
chickens and other poultry she raised. Her rent 
was paid regularly, and she led a quiet.and re- 


tired life. Two months ago a constable visited 
the house, and surprised her by directing her to 
appear before Justice Morrow on a charge that 
she was liable to become chargeable to the town 
as a pauper. 

“Why,” said Mrs. Mason, “I have asked the 
town for nothing. I am able to provide for my- 
self, and if I can’t I have relatiues in New-York 
and Jersey City who will take care of me.” 

The officer disregarded her protests, she says, 
and she was taken before the Justice. There she 
learned that the charge of am made 
against her was based on the allegation that at 
the time her husband died she had accepted a 
coffin to bury him in. She ba ey ey that the coffin 
had been voluntarily offered to her, and that she 
accepted it tosave expense. She was declared 
to be a pauper, in a of it all, and to escape re- 
moval to the Poor-house she closed up her house 
and went to Jersey City. During her absence an 
entrance was forced into her house through the 
window, and three loads of household goods and 
clothing were taken out and removed to the 
Union County Poor-house. Even the chickens 
were seized and removed. Superintendent Brown 
refused to receive them, and they were deposited 
ina vacant lot nearby. Itis for this effort to 
impose on Union County the care of an Essex 
County resident that suit has been commenced. 
Mrs. Mason hasalso commenced suit for damages.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CnrrcaGo, April 10.—The leading produce mar 
kets were more active to-day and rather unsettled, bui 
averaged higher. There was free selling early in the 
day by parties who had bought near the bottom on th¢ 
recent decline, and some parties thought they saw signs 
of a concerted bearmovement. Toward noon the tide 
turned partly on the news of colder weather in the 
West and the understanding that another ;snow- 
storm was sweeping hitherward. The _ shorts 
were all the more disposed to fill, as «there 
will be no _ trading to-morrow, especially as 
the later cables noted a better tone in Western 


et, The feeling was very strong just at the close 
of Change, the last quotations being generally higher 
than those of thé previous evening, though the latter 
were bulged up to a point which scarcely any one 
supposed would hold. The effect was, however, lost 
later. The crowd got the idea that LS pape Parties 
rushed up the figures in order to bring out a strong call, 
and this was enough to defeat it, while there was u sub- 
sequent drop which showed thatthe markets have not 
yet recovered from the nervous fever that raged during 
the recent decline. 

Provisions were not very active, but exceedingly 
irregular During the first hour there were large offer- 
ings by the longs and not much disposition to take hold, 
the big shorts standing aloof, while a few minor ones 
filled. The result wus a rapid decline, especially in 
pork, which ended up about the first call. The market 
was then steadier, with little doing till near the close, 
when prices were rushed up by a furious bidding by 
one or two men. There was no special change in 
the foreign telegrams, but parties in the trade 
said that Wednesday’s up-rush had brought out a 
large shipping demand for meats, and it was probably 
the knowledge of this fact which put up ribs, as com- 
pared with lard, in the trading yesterday. Pork de- 
clined 4744 cents and then advanced 7U cents, closing on 
’Change at $17 7246 for May and $17 821¢ for June. rd 
closed 10 cents higher, at $S 72% =for May 
and @880 bid for June after the Jatter had 
suld at $8 60. Ribs closed at about #8 75 for May. 
being the same as the previous afternoon, after havi 
sola down to 38 4744. On the atternoon call the mark 
for pork and lard was about 2'4 cents lower. After that 
there was a sharp break, May pork selling down to 
$17 45, and then quoted at $17 4736 bid, with $17 60 
bid for June. Lard was quoted later at 38 574% bid for 
May and ribs at $5 86 asked for June. 

Wheat was active and unsettled, but at a higher 
range. It soid off 1¢ cent, but closed un ’Change 134 to 
15 cents above the iatest regular prices of Wednesday, 
at 86 cents asked for May and 88 cents asked for June. 
A good many of the people here came on 
‘Change prepared to. sell, as they thought 
that Wednesday’s advance was too sharp to 
be entertained. They sold way down from 
854 cents at the opening to 8&4 cents, 
and then stopped, but pitched in again each time that 
the market touched 85 cents, which it did three times 
before 11 o’clock. It rose sharply near 1 o’clock on 
news of bad weather in the West and more encourag- 
ing cables from Frgiand, with some flour orders, but 
little export inquiry for wheat. Adams was reported 
to have covered «bout 1,500,000 bushels shorts 
eurly, and Kershaw to have sold nearly 3,000,. 
000° bushels during the session, but he denied 
that it was export wheat, as was insinuated 
in thecrowd. Walker, Nelson, Eldridge, Lester, Bliss, 
and McHenry were free sellers, while Young, Clapp, 
Hobbs, and Comstock were to the fore as buyers. Some 
of the latter were suspected of an intention to unload 
onthe afternoon call, and prices fell 44 cent as others, 
being a little lame, concluded to start first in the selling. 
The market dropped another }4 cent in the call-board 
lobby, 85 cents being bid for May when the gon 
sounded, Fresh receipts of No.2 Spring sold at 
cents, andregulur do. at 80 to 804g cents. Other grades 
in store were lifeless. 

Corn was rather quiet and uncertain. It sold several 
times to 493< cents for May, being 46 cent below the 
latest regular price of Wednesday, but closed on 
’Change at 505¢ cents, with June at about 1¢ cents pre- 
mium, the latter having widened as a result of 
comparatively free selling for next month. 
A great deal of lon corn was sold early 
in the day, but mostly in scattering lots and 
no concentrated buying, the latter being discouraged 
by the fear thata little advance would bring a good 
deal of corn here from St. Louis.

CATTLE IN CHICAGO. 


CuIcAGo, Ill., April 10.—The cattle market wa; 
without pronounced change. There was a good de. 
mand from the Eastern trade and some inguiry from 
exporters, and the market was characterized by fair 
activity and firmness. Tho moderate receipts and the 


encouraging tone of advices from below seemed to war- 
rant un advance, and there were scattering sales at 
better figures than were paid Wednesday for 
cattle of similar quality. But buyers gen- 
oralty objected to paying any advance, and 
the bulk of the stuff changed hands at unchanged 
prices. Medium to good grades were strongest. Heavy 
export cattle were a little slow and barely steady. Sales 
ranged from $5 25 to $5 50 Yor very common, at which 
range the dressed-beet men took a few, to $6 50 to 36 75 
for choice 1,400 to 1,550 pound steers, with most of the 
trading at $5 65 to $6 80.

Mr. Eaton yesterday reported from the 
Judiciary Committee of the House a sub- 
stitute for the Senate bill regulating the 
Electoral count. Itis very defective, and 
has, on its face, a partisan purpose. It 
makes no provision whatever for any set- 
tlement within the States of the dis- 
putes which may arise regarding the 
Electors of those States, and it provides 
that all votes to which objection shall 
be made shall be decided by a majority of 
the joint convention, i. €., of the members 
of the Senate and House. This is simply, 
so far as appears, a provision that any 
dispute that may come up as to the 
result of the next election shall be 
decided by the Democrats in the 
House of Representatives. Virginia might 
easily present such a case. The Con- 
stitution does not explicitly forbid 
such an arrangement, but it is obviously 
opposed to the spirit of that instrument, 
which is that every State shall have the 
final and conclusive choice of its own 
Electors. Weshall be interested to see 
how Mr. Eaton can harmonize his bill 
with his State rights doctrines, unless it is 
on the Asopic principle in the famous 
case of the gored ox. 





Mr. Jones, of Florida, made a sensible 
and patriotic speech in the Senate yester- 
day regarding the appropriation for 
cruisers. He said that the real question 
was, Did the country need them? If so, 
they should not be refused because the Ad- 
ministration was Republican. If the Presi- 
dent, who was responsible for executing 
the laws, failed in his duty, impeach 
him or replace him. Mr. BECK, on the 
other hand, made a very silly speech, as 
he not infrequently does. He was opposed 
to cruisers because they were primarily 
meant for destroyers of commerce, and if 
a sudden war broke out they would de- 
stroy our own, which is all carried in for- 
eign bottoms. He raised the point of 
order that the cruisers could not be pro- 
vided for in an appropriation bill, and con- 
tested it savagely and offensively against 
the clear ruling of Mr. EDMUNDS, sup- 
ported by Mr. Bayarp. Mr. BEcK is an 
able man, and an honest one, but his par- 
tisanship sometimes runs away with his 
judgment, not to speak of his sense of de- 
cency. He is to be credited, however, 
with amending the bill so as to give $500,- 
000 instead of $400,000 for ordnance for 
the cruisers already building. 


So many good men are being put for- 
ward this year as candidates for the Pres- 
idential nomination on the Republican 
side that not a few thoughtful patriots 
are unable to make up their minds which

We have heard it intimated that the 
Hon. JosEPH R. Hawkey is one of 
these. Up in Connecticut - there is 
some talk of sending Hawley delegates 
to Chicago. But Mr. HawLey himself 
is said to be an Arthur man. Perhaps he 
delays public announcement of his prefer- 
ences in order to enjoy a little longer the 
melodious buzzing of the bee in his own 
personal bonnet; but it may be, too, that 
he is fishing for Arthur delegates under 
cover of his own candidacy. The Repub- 
licans of Connecticut will probably take 
measures to find out just what he is after. 

Of course, all the leading subscribers to 
the stock of the New-York Cable Com- 
pany, which the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners are bringing into being, are officers 
and Trustees of the National Cable Com- 
pany, which owns the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission and certain other devices for op- 
erating railroads. It is natural that Mr. 
Commissioner STEWART should not “ care 
a cent” for the public rights in the case. 
The commission was nominally appointed 
by the Mayor of the city under a law of 
the State, and on a petition of fifty reputa- 
ble householders, for the sole purpose of 
representing and serving a public interest, 
but in point of fact it was made and is 
owned by the cable company, and Mr. 
Stewart knows whom he is serving. His 
master, like himself, ‘‘ don’t care a cent” 
for the rights of the public. 


One of the painful incidents of the per- 
formance in the Assembly yesterday was 
the declaration of Mr. HUBBELL. Mr. Hus- 
BELL explained his vote by saying that 
‘corrupt means were being used in behalf 
of this bill, and in order to keep his skirts 
clear he should be compelled to vote 
against this as he had done against the 
cable scheme.” Mr. HUBBELL must be al- 
lowed to be the best judge of the number 
and weight of suspicious circumstances 
which his reputation will survive, and if 
he is content to be numbered with those 
who, according to SHAKESPEARE, will not 
serve Gop because the devil bids them, he 
cannot be compelled to vote according to 
his convictions. At the same time, it 
seems a pity and a shame that the public 
should be deprived of a bill which Mr. 
HUBBELL believes to be for tho public 
benefit because it is also of private 
benefit to certain lobbyists who are willing 
to pay bribes which Mr. HUBBELL is un- 
willing to be thought to have received. 
A legislator who votes against every 
measure in favor of which he suspects 
that corrupt means have been employed 
may remain poor without being of much 
public service. 





It will be found, we hope, that Spain’s 
‘“‘reliance upon the friendship of the 
United States” will prove to be a broken 
reed, so far as the maintenance of the 
Spanish power in Cuba is concerned. It 
is suggested that the same sentiment will 
restrain us from proposing to buy Cuba, 
but it will not. If we wanted Cuba, we 
should make an offer for Cuba without the 
least reference to the sensibilities of Spain, 
and should probably estimate very low 
the value of the Spanish mortgage upon 
the island. We shall not make any 
offer, however, simply because we 
have no use for Cuba. Since’ the 
slaveholding interest ceased to be a polit- 
ical power in this country there has been 
no serious consideration, even, of the 
acquisition of Cuba. We have quite as 
much territory now as we need or can use 
to advantage, and a population which 
many of us wish were, if not smaller, at 
any rate less heterogeneous. To admit 
Cuba as a State would introduce a new 
element, more troublesome than any we 
have now, while our form of government 
and our national habits are about as ill 
adapted as they could be to governing 
Cuba as a dependency. The Spaniards 
may feel assured both that we do not want 
Cuba and that we will give no support, 
physical or moral, to the Spanish efforts 
to reduce it to subjection. 

IT WILL NOT PAY. 

Mr. Artuur’s friends are engaged in 
unprofitable business. They are seeking 
by various means, all more or less dishon- 
orable, to obtain delegates in districts op- 
posed to the President’s nomination. This 
is shown at various points, the most con- 
spicuous being Kings County. The Arthur 
machine had counted on all the delegates. 
In two Congressional districts, the Second 
and the Third, they were fairly beaten. In 
the Fourth the result may be considered 
doubtful. In the first named two districts 
the sentiment is decided that it would be 
a grievous mistake to nominate Mr. AR- 
THUR. Yet thereis danger that the Con- 
gressional District Conventions may be in- 
duced to choose men who will support 
that nomination. Of course they will not 
openly and beforehand avow their inten- 
tion. They will go to Chicago with masks 
on, but the masks will be stripped off. A 
similar state of things is to be observed in 
Richmond County, where the sentiment is 
unquestionably opposed to Mr. ARTHUR, 
but whence his friends are scheming to 
send delegates to the State Convention in 
his favor. There.are other districts where 
the situation is not well defined as yet, but 
which will be closely watched. 

Probably the professional politicians who 
give Mr. ARTHUR all the support he has in 
this State think that this sort of tactigs 
may do them some good. They regard 
them as quite as legitimate as the notori- 
ous compulsion exercised over the Federal 
employes in the navy-yard and the 
Weighers’ Department of the Custom- 
house. It isa part of the custom of their 
trade. But they are mistaken if they sup- 
pose they can make anything by such 
tricks. The truth will have to come 
out. What the independent Republicans 
are resolved upon is that no man 
nominated by such means shall be elected. 
The facts of the case cannot be perma- 
nently concealed. They must be known 
before election, and that will be time 
enough to act upon them, if it cannot be 
done conclusively before. If the Repub- 
lican voters are cheated in the nomination, 
they cannot be cheated at the polls, and 
they will not be. Does the memory of 
the machine managers’go back as far 


as eighteen months? Do they recall what | leased after they have’ been constructed. 


happened to an excellent candidate for 
Governor becauso he was believed to 
have been nominated by trickery by the 
same men who are now working for Mr. 
ARTHUR? -Do they think that Mr. AR- 
THUR would fare any better? The sugges- 
tion contained in these questions niay be 
condemned by the zealous partisan as a 
threat. It is, and who threatens? The 
Republicans who must elect the Republic- 
an candidate in November, if he is to be 
elected. Mr. ARTHUR’s men cannot buy 
or bully these voters. ‘They cannot cheat 
them. They had best not try. It will not 


pay. 


The Democrats of Pennsylvania have 
adopted a tariff platform that is regarded 


‘by its friends as the prize composition of 


its kind and the distilled essence of the 
wisdom of generations of Democratic 
statesmen. We are told by the Philadel- 
phia Times that it ‘‘sharply defines the 
issue at Chicago” and ‘‘fully fills the 
gaping void in the new school Democratic 
theory, that would consign Democracy 
and our great industrial system to a com- 
mon grave.” It is supported ‘‘ by Demo- 
cratic tradition, history, and uniform prac- 
tice,” and Democrats, it is said, can stand 
firmly upon it in the coming battle be- 
tween the followers of RANDALL and the 
followers of CARLISLE. 

It has been said by Democrats of Mr. 
RANDALL’s school that in the famous Ohio 
tariff plank the genius of Democratic 
economists reached high-water mark, but 
now the Democrats of Ohio must yield to 
their brethren in Pennsylvania. The con- 
vention at Allentown accepted the tariff 
declaration made by the party in Ohio, 
word for word, but, under the guidance 
of Mr. RANDALL, added two important 
phrases. It not only demanded “a 
tariff for revenue limited to the ne- 
cessities of the Government economically 
administered, and so adjusted in its appli- 
cation as to prevent unequal burdens, en- 
courage productive industries at home, and 
afford just compensation to labor, but not 
to create or foster monopolies,” but it also 
declared that a tariff of this kind should 
be secured by ‘“‘ the abolition of the inter- 
nal revenue system of taxes and such ad- 
justment of the existing tariff duties as 
will be consistent with these principles.” 

The receipts and expenditures of the 
Government for the first nine months of 
the current fiscal year indicate that the 
surplus for the year will be about $110,- 
000,000. The year’s receipts from internal 
revenue taxes will be about $116,000,000. 
In the work of making their ideal tariff 
the Democrats of Pennsylvania would 
first cut off the taxes that yield $116,000,- 
000. This would cause a deficit of $6,000,- 
000, or at least wipe out the entire surplus. 
Then Mr. RaNnpDALL and his followers 
would make an adjustment of tariff duties 
that would be consistent with the princi- 
ples set forth in the first part of the reso- 
lution. They are in favor of an “‘ adjust- 
ment;” that is plain. But they are not in 
favor of the ‘‘ adjustment” proposed by 
Mr. Morrison in his bill, that would re- 
duce tariff duties by a small percentage. 
They are very angry with Mr. Morrison 
and his friends because they have under- 
taken to make an “adjustment” of any 
kind. They would oppose any modifica- 
tion of the tariff that would make up the 
deficit by reducing rates and increasing 
importations. Are they in favor of rais- 
ing the rates on goods that must be im- 
ported in large quantities, and of making 
good the deficit in that way? But they 
are opposed to any change in the tariff. 
Perhaps they are at the same time op- 
posed to and in favor of an adjustment. 
If this fairly represents their position they 
are well armed and equipped for the com- 
ing conflict. 

The truth is that Mr. RANDALL and his 
followers in Pennsylvania are protection- 
ists who do not dare to declare their real 
position. They have adopted a platform 
that is ambiguous, insincere, and absurd. 
They took it from the hands of their 
leader, who knows that it is a humbug. 
No one will deny that he is a man of in- 
telligence, but he has fallen in the estima- 
tion of many who have admired his good 
qualities. He will discover in the course 
of time that the people of this country 
like a man who defines his position hon- 
estly and clearly, and do not respect one 
who hides behind a declaration that is in- 
tended to mislead and deceive. And a 
party that deliberately accepts and ap- 
proves so absurd a platform deserves noth- 
ing but contempt, and will get what it de- 
serves. 


THE SURFACE RAILROAD CONTEST. 


The adverse report of the Assembly 
Railroad Committee on the General Sur- 
face Railroad bill was yesterday disagreed 
to, and the bill is now in Committee of 
the Whole, where it can be fully discussed 
and amended if amendment is needed. 
The treatment of this bill has been in 
some respects peculiar, and the ac- 
tion of the majority of the Assem- 
bly Railroad Committee can _hard- 
ly be explained on grounds creditable 
to them. The Constitution absolutely re- 
quires the Legislature to pass a general 
law under which surface street railroads 
may be constructed. This bill was pre- 
pared by the Railroad Commissioners, and 
the changes which were made in the Sen- 
ate have, on the whole, improvedit. That 
which permits the use of any motive 
power except steam locomotives gives 
room for every legitimate enterprise for 
furnishing means of travel on the sur- 
face of streets and places them all on an 
equal footing. A very proper corollary to 


this is the requirement that all street sur-, 


facé roads shall be constructed under this 
general act, and that the Rapid Transit 
act shall apply only to roads constructed 
above or below the surface. We consider 
this one of the most important provisions 
of the bill, not because it puts an obstacle 
in the way of the Cable Railroad Com- 
pany, but because it subjects it to the 
same requirements that apply to other 
companies, instead of allowing it special 
and exclusive privileges. 

The new section in regard to leases ex- 
tends the effect of the existing law so that 
new lines may be constructed and op- 
erated under leases. Roads may now be 


This section is of questionable propriety. 


While the limitation of the distance’ 


for which one company may use the 
tracks of another without its consent 
to 250 feet is calculated to protect both 
existing and new corporations from the 
encroachments of rivals, we do not see 
how it can operate as an obstruction to any 
needed line. If it can be shown that 
either of these provisions is intended to en- 
courage monopolizing tendencies or to 
hinder the fullest accommodation of the 
public, they should be modified. 

It has been freely alleged that ‘‘ job- 
bery” is concealed in this bill, but no one 
has yet put his finger on the place of con- 
cealment. Vague allegations are of no 
service to those who are anxious for a clean 
bill. Mr. THropoRE ROOSEVELT is one 
of the gentlemen who have indulged in 
this vague generality. He owes it to 
himself and the public to be more 
explicit and to point out the jobbery 
if he knows of its existence, instead 
of aiding the vengeful purpose of the cable 
monopoly by endangering a bill which has 
the approval of those who’ wish to see a 
general act passed covering the whole 
ground of street railroad construction. 
There are serious objections to his pro- 
posal that it should be mandatory upon 
local authorities to sell street railroad fran- 
chises to the highest bidder. The highest 
bidder might be an existing company 
whose purpose was to prevent the construc- 
tion of any road over a proposed line. 

The real source of the opposition to this 
bill, which proved so effective with the 
Assembly Railroad Committee and has so 
beguiled members of the Assembly who 
are open to the suspicion of corrupt mo- 
tives, is the cable company. The Rapid 
Transit Commission has been its creature 
from first to last. It sought exclusive 
privileges and a virtual monopoly of 
new surface railroad lines. Having 
failed to get the legislation which 
it asked for in its own interest, 
it is bending all its energies to defeat that 
demanded in the interest of the public. 
An equal chance for all and a fair field for 
competition is precisely what it wishes to 
prevent. How far it can buy or cajole 
members of the Legislature is the ques- 
tion now to be settled. If a great 
moneyed monopoly like the Standard Oil 
Company can control the legislation of 
this State to suit its own purposes, the 
sooner itis known the better, and mem- 
bers of the Assembly must seriously con- 
sider whom it is better for them to serve, 
the people of the State of New-York or a 
syndicate of rich monopolists. 


PARNELL AND THE LIBERALS. 


It is encouraging to be assured that Mr. 
PARNELL will deliver no speeches during 
the Easter recess of Parliament, and equally 
encouraging to learn, from the Irish Times, 
that ‘‘the Parnell party will become an or- 
ganized section of the Liberal Party.” It 
is evident everywhere out of Ireland, and 
it ought to be equally evident in Ireland, 
that there is nothing for Mr. PARNELL to 
talk about, and that the only chance for a 
conciliatory treatment of Ireland is in an 
appeal to the Liberals, Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
Government has gone as far toward ap- 
peasing Irish discontent as any English 
Government can go. Short of the dismem- 
berment of the empire there is nothing for 
which the Irish have asked which he has 
not endeavored to give them; and there 
ought to be enough sense in Ireland to rec- 
ognize that the dismemberment of the em- 
pire and the establishment of an independ- 
ent Irish republic are political impossibili- 
ties, whatever any Irishman or any En- 
glishman may think of them from the 
point of view either of abstract justice or 
of sentimental patriotism. 

The alliance of the Parnell party will of 
course be accepted by the Conservatives so 
long as the Parnell party will help them to 
embarrass a Liberal Government, especially 
since the Parnell party is free to resort to 
devices of embarrassment which would 
be impossible for any party amenable to 
English opinion. But it is out of the ques- 
tion that his alliance can be continued 
when the Conservatives come into power. 
There is no measure for the relief of Ire- 
land which the Conservatives have not op- 
posed; there will be none which they 
are not bound to oppose. The Conserv- 
ative feeling with reference to Ire- 
land is even deeper than the Con- 
servative feeling with reference to Par- 
liamentary reform. DISRAELI managed 
to win a tactical victory by ‘‘ educating 
my party” up to adopting a Liberal re- 
form-bill. But even DISRAELI could not 
perform such a feat in regard to legisla- 
tion for Ireland, and there is now no Dis- 
raeli to attempt such a feat. So far as 
there is a natural alliance for the Irish in 
English society their allies must be sought 
in the Liberal Party. There is no disposi- 
tion in the Liberal Party, when it is not 
irritated by dynamite, to do injustice to 
the Irish, except that which comes from 
the bigoted Protestantism which clings to 
the old English belief that ‘‘a Papist is a 
kind of creature.” Even that belief is 
weakening, and if Mr. PARNELL really 
does attach his followers to the Liberal 
Party he will show himself a more patri- 
otic Irishman and a more sensible man 
than he has lately given us reason to think 
him. 

PUBLIC BUILDING JOBS. 


Notwithstanding the notorious fact that 
the supervision of the erection of public 
buildings ordered by Congress is very de- 
fective, the planning crude and imper- 
fect, and the execution of the work excess- 
ively costly, Congress goes on appropriat- 
ing money for these structures without 
attempting to change the system. There 
are now pending in the House 30 bills 
providing for the erection of as many 
public buildings, at an aggregate cost of 
$7,000,000. Not one of these appropria- 
tions has been called for by the head of any 
department. Each one represents the 
ambition of one or more Congressmen de- 
sirous of ingratiating himself with the 
voters of his district. In other words, 
each bill is prepared and championed by a 
Congressman who does not know or care 
whether the,Government needs the build- 
ing or not. 

Of these 80 schemes for erecting public 
buildings in various parts of the Republia 


few could stand on their own merits. The 


various promoters of these schemes make 
common cause, and they are sufficiently 
numerous and influential to procure a 
vote fixing ona certain day when work 
shall be begun on the 80 bills and con- 
tinued from day to day until all 
are disposed of. The viciousness of the 
system is amply illustrated by the meth- 
ods adopted to secure the combined sup- 
port of all who are interested in securing 
the passage of the several jobs. What 
might be said concerning the bad architect- 
ure and worse art of the buildings author- 
ized by act of Congress need not now be 
quoted. But the extravagance and folly 
of erecting a Government building cost- 
ing, say, $150,000, in a town exclusively 
made up of cheap and shabby houses, is 
apparent to every man. The securing 
for the Government ‘‘a home” in every 
town and city is simply a needless expendi- 
ture forced through Congress by a com- 
bination of men. 

The business of Congress is lamentably 
behindhand. Only 4 of the 13 great ap- 
propriation bills have passed the House. 
The tariff and other important measures 
press upon the attention of the country, 
and the House pauses in the midst of its 
complications and gives the 30 building 
jobs precedence of all other bills. Of 
course it will be said of these jobs, 
as it is of the river and _har- 
bor scheme, that ‘‘the people” de- 
mand them. The constituents of the 
several Congressmen are generally una- 
ware of the proposition to give them a 
public building unti! the bill is introduced 
and printed. If their local pride is touched 
they then do ‘‘ demand” the building, and 
they usually think very highly of the 
Congressman who invented their artificial 
want and then was “smart enough” to 
gratify it. With the overflowing Treasury, 
of which we hear so much in Congress, 
continually before their vision, Congress- 
men may be relied upon to stand by each 
other in authorizing these extravagant 
and often useless expenditures. 


OPERA AT THE NEW HOUSE. 


Mr. ABBEY’s first Italian opera season is 
now practically at an end. With the 
largest opera-house in the world on his 
hands, and the most expensive company 
of singers ever gathered together by one 
manager, he has borne bravely up against 
the petty vexations inseparable from oper- 
atic management and the financial disas- 
ter which the conditions imposed upon 
him have made inevitable. In spite of the 
difficulties under which he has labored, 
there is no question that Mr. ABBEY’s man- 
agement of the new opera-house has been 
remarkable for a generous expenditure of 
money to the very end. No effort has 
been spared to make the various represen- 
tations notable for pomp and splendor. 
Inexperience in this particular field of 
management has somewhat . hampered 
the director, but he has pluckily over- 
come each obstacle, to the satisfaction of 
the stockholders of the big opera-house, if 
to his own personal loss. For it isan open 
secret that this costly experiment has not 
only swallowed up allof the profits de- 
rived from the manager’s other enter- 
prises, but that his very considerable pri- 
vate fortune has been sunk as well. 

The gentlemen who built the opera-house 
have an opportunity, in the approaching 
benefit tendered to the impresario, not only 
to do something toward lightening his bur- 
den in this respect, but also to testify to the 
appreciation they must feel for the zeal 
and energy with which he has carried for- 
ward the work iutrusted to him. These 
gentlemen own an opera-house, and they 
desire it to be used for performances of 
Italian opera during the proper sea- 
sons. The experience of the past seven 
months has taught them, as it has 
taught Mr. ABBEY, that Italian opera 
is an expensive luxury; it has also made 
the outlook for the next season a gloomy 
one. No definite arrangements have yet 
been completed, but Mr. ABBEY has made 
a proposition to the Directors that they 
shall make good the losses he has incurred 
during the season just past, in return for 
which he will undertake the management 
next season upon terms which, it is under- 
stood, are more favorable than are likely 
to be offered from any other quarter. The 
offer seems to be a reasonable one, and in 
the interests of the opera-going public it 
is to be hoped that the Directors will give 
it careful consideration. 


AN ABSURD DUTY. 


If Mr. MORRISON really intends to bring 
about any reformation of the tariff he 
cannot fail to demand the removal of the 
duty on ploddgabs. This duty is not laid 
upon ploddgabs by name, for in fact they 
are not mentioned in the tariff, but they 
have been held to be liable to a duty of 
$50 per ton and 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
as ‘“‘crude or unmanufactured articles 
designed for domestic use.” 

This duty is virtually a prohibitory one, 
as is shown by the fact that during the 
last fiscal year but $750 worth of plodd- 
gabs passed through the Custom-house. 
At the same time, this duty does not pro- 
tect anything. Ploddgabs are neither pro- 
duced nor manufactured anywhere within 
the United States. It is possible that here 
and there a scientific experimenter pro- 
duces five cents’ worth of ploddgabs merely 
for his own satisfaction, but not a dollar’s 
worth is produced here either for use or 
for sale. 

This exorbitant and prohibitory duty, 
which protects nobody, simply deprives a 
few people of limited means of the satis- 
faction of owning a small quantity of 
ploddgabs. While no one derives any 
benefit from the duty, the cost of collect- 
ing the duty on the $750 worth imported 
last year was probably fully $7,000. The 
duty is one of the most outrageous 
features of the tariff, and Mr. MorRISON 
ought to be able to secure its abolition 
without offending even a Pennsylvania 
protectionist. 


It is gratifying to learn that the excur- 
sion steam-boat Plymouth Rock has been refused 
a license to carry excursionists between New- 
York and Long Branch. No exposure of the 
danger to which they expose themselves seems 
to have any more effect upon excursionists than 
upon sailors,of whom it is said that they will 
ship in a craft with both ends cut off. The 

\ Plumouth Rock has for years been plying. so to 


speak, upon the brink of eternity, and no city 
editor for all theso yoars has fcit that he has 
done his duty during tu< excursion season unless 
he had made arrangements for a full account of 
the calamity that waz imminent so long as she 
‘was carrying passengers. People who may hence- 
forth wish to take chances in a lottery of suicide 
will have to devise some other means of gratify- 
ing their love of perilous excitement.

These relics he be- 
queathed to the German Academy at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main. 


Victor Hugo has received the medal 
struck by the French Republic to commemorate 
his eighty-second birthday, but which was not 
ready for presentation on Feb. 26. M. Falliéres, 
in making the official speech of presentation, 
said: “In the name of the republic I offer you 
this medal, the work of an eminent artist, which 
represents on one side your lineaments, and on 
the other a star, the symbol of your genius, 
which irradiates the world.”

IMPRISONED SIXTY YEARS. 


A MANIAC’S LONG IMPRISONMENT ENDED BE 
DEATH, 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 10.—A specia 
to the Times from Huntingdon, Penn., says: 
* Daniel Hawn, an insane man, who has been 
kept in confinement by his brothers since 1823, 
died fin Juniata Township, six miles from thig 
city, yesterday. The announcement created 
surprise in the community, as in keeping 
with the mystery which has so long sur. 
rounded him. His illness during the last 
two weeks was unknown to the public. His 
death was, however, an event which might have 
been expected at any time on account of hig 
great age—84 years. The maniac was one of five 
or six brothers who, when young men, worked 


together on their father's farm. His malady is 
suid to have been caused by drinking from the 
stream while overheated in the harvest. He was 
confined by his brothers and ever afterward ex- 
cluded trom the world. But once in the subse- 
quent 60 years did he regain his freedom, and that 
was five years ago, when he succeeded in escaping 
from the house and ran down the railroad branch 
ot the Juniata River, on the banks of which 
thev lived. He was soon recaptured and returned 
to his imprisonment. No intercourse was per- 
mitted him with others during his long conkaas 
ment, except such as was absolutely necessary 
between him and one of his brothers, who served 
as his attendant. The room which he was kept 
in was of small dimensions and had one window. 
To prevent him from reaching the window he 
was chained in an opposite corner. A stove wag 
placed in a small opening in the partition, with 
the front facing into a hall, so that fires could he 
made without entering theroom. Four of the 
brothers beside Daniel remained unmarried and 
lived together, accumulating land and money, 
which they held in common.

HARD UPON THE LOBBYISTS 
THE CABLE COMPANY'S HEELERS 
DRIVEN OUT OF DOORS. 

THE SURFACE RAILWAY REPORT DISAGREED 


WITH AND THE MEASURE SENT TO THE- 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

Aupany, N, Y., April 10.—The Assembly 
Chamber was the scene of some astonishing per- 
formances to-day. The Railroad Committee was 
expected to report adversely the General Surface 
Railroad bill. Nothing clse was on the calendar 
which could so have absorned the attention of 
the lobby and caused its members to overrun the 
floor. They buzzed among the members as thick 
as flies around,a dead carcase. Their utter 
shamcelessness finally attracted the attention of 
Messrs. Welch and Roosevelt. The former called 
for the enforcement of the fifty-seventh rule, 
which excludes everybody but members and re- 
porters from within the bar of the House. This 
caused a flight of the buzzards, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms journeying from one corner to anoth- 
er and directing all visitors save ladies 
to retire. A notable crowd was thus 
ruled off the fioor. There was the 
notorious John J. O’Brien and a member or two 
ofthe cable lobby which he leads this Winter. 
There was Gen. Freebooter Spinola, who pulled 
his ancient tile down over his ears and buried his 
head within the folds of his ample collar as soon 
as he heard the number of therule. There were 


his body servants, Mr. “Cab” Reilly and Mr. 
*Jemmy” Caulfield, and their ancient ally, Mr. 
“Charlie” Swan, all interested in the cable 
scheme, and all of whom having seen 
that buried, had come 4 to attend 
the obsequies of the surface railroad 
bill anticipating a — lively funeral. The pro- 
cession of camp-followers, idlers, politicians, 
fugitives, and vagabonds that was forced outside 
included such other distinguished residents of 
the Commonwealth as Overcoat Murphy, of un- 
savory memory, ex-Senator Tom Creamer 
Receiver Henry Cullen, Police Justice Mike 
Norton, John Wiley, ex-Senator W. W. 
Rockwell, John Douglass, Jacob Sharp, 
H. Barker and Red Hook Point Sheridan. Until 
a ruling by Speaker Sheard tixed the limit other- 
wise the bar of the House was always considered 
as the low railing 10 feet within the inner door. 
This prevents ingress and egress save through 
the swinging gate. It is in no way a barto the 
exchange of conversation with members. Driven 
from the floor the throng collected along 
the outside of this ~~ and filled up 
the seats which in this limted area are 
usually occupied by the public. The transaction 
of business at the railing continued to divert at- 
tention, and Mr. Welch, reinforced this time by 
Mr. Roosevelt, demanded the entorcement of the 
rule. The Speaker asked where there was any 
violation of it, and his notice was called to the 
caucuses being held between members and out- 
siders near the doors. Mr. Roosevelt urzed 
that the bar of the House be _ held 
to mean the outside door. The Speaker 
said he would so rule uniess there were any 
objections. Mr. Littlejohn took the view that 
the railed space within tbe doors should be left 
open to the public. Mr. Smith, of Clinton, raised 
a point of order asking whether the Speaker bad 
not on a previous occasion ruled that the doors 
were the bar of the House, and all who were 
within them were in the Assembly Chamber and 
amenable to the rules. The reference thus made 
was to the day. when reform bills were being 
considered and the Democrats fied-the House. 
In order to establisii a quorum the Speaker had 
then rujed that every member. within the doors 
was on the tioor of the Chamber. 

Mr. Smith's point appeared to have an irritat- 
ing effect. Tne Speaker retorted with the ques- 
tion, * Did not the gentieman from Clinton come 
this at the Speaker as he retired on that occa- 
sion?” The members sat in blank astonishment 
and beheld the presiding officer of the Assembly 
guzing defiantly at Mr. Smith, then deliberately 
_< his thumb upon his nose and distend his 
ingers to their full length. Mr. Smith hotly 
arose to a question of privilege,and in lan- 

uage that was pointed, but dignified, denied that 
> had ever been guilty of such an insulting 
gesture asthat which had just been illustrated by 
the Speaker. The Speaker replied that what he 
had seen had been seen with his own eyes. 
Another indignant denial by Mr. Smith and the 
matter dropped. Mr. Smith is recognized as a 

entieman not wziven to gestures or postures. Mr. 

askell, of Madison, remembers perfectly that 
Mr. Smith, in bolting from the Chamber, madea 
bow and extended a fareweil salute with his right 
hand as he disappeared behind the screen at the 
door. It was this movement that deceived the 
Speaker. 

This extraordinary spectacle concluded, the 
House proceeded to consider the adverse report 
on the Surface Railroad bill, all visitors having 
meantime been thrust beyond the doors and out 
of sight and sound of the members. Chairman 
Scott presented the udverse report. Mr. Dayton, 
of New-York, submitted a minority report 
and spoke in favor of the bill beng con- 
sidered by the House and then passed, 
Mr. House had charge of the interests of the 
bill, and be moved to disagree with the adverse 
report and send the bill to the Committee of the 
Whole. Mr. Scott criticised as objectionable 
those sections limiting to 250 feet the use of one 
company’s tracks by another and _repeal- 
ing the rapid transit act of 1875. His 
views were supported by Messrs. Hubbell, 
Roosevelt, Littlejohn, and  Austed. Mr. 
Roosereit thought that the limiting section 
tended to build up a monopoly of existing com- 

nies to the exclusion of new ones. Under this 

ill, he said, no railroad could be built through 
Forty-second-street, because a few hundred feet 
of that street was already occupied by the 
Fourth-avenue company. ‘he limit, he arrued, 
should have been 1,000 feet at least. Again, such 
Vuluabie franchises should be sold at public auc- 
tion, ana the local authorities should not include 
the Board of Aldermen of New-York. 

Messrs. Van Allen, Dayton, House, and Hag- 

rty urged the necessity of a general act like 
his. During the debate a great deal was said 
about the corrupt use of money to pass this bill 
and to kill the Cabie bill. Mr. Van Allen and 
Mr. Littlejohn thrust at each otner savagely on 
this point. The committee report was disagreed 
to, and the bill was sent to Committee of the 
Whole by a vote of 75 to 48. 

Gen. Curtis sought to have the bill recommit- 
ted and the bil! originally prepared by the Rail- 
road Commission substituted, a move which had 
the indorzement of all those who were suspicious 
of this bill. This motion, however, was tabled, 
Mr. House promptly demunding an yeaand nay 
vote, with the result of 48 affirmative and 72 neg- 
ative votes. He was defeated in the attempt to 
make it a special order for Tuesday next. 

At theafternoon session Mr. House gave no- 
tice that he would move to suspend the rule 
which requires that a bil! to be made a special 
order shall receive a two-thirds vote, so that the 
General Street Surface Railway bill can be made 
& special order by a majority vote. 

hat is known as the “Andrews home rule 
amendment to the Constitution,’ which guaran- 
tees to cities the right to local self-government, 
was taken from the table and adopted on motion 
of Mr. Oliver. : 

Upward of 50 bills were on the order of third 
readings in the Senate this morning, and the 
session was devoted to their passage. Among 
the more important were the following: 

Mr. Baker's bill to authorize railroad com- 

anies, on consent of a majority of their stock- 

olders, to contract with each other for the use 
of or lease of their respective roads; the bill 
prohibiting officers of railroad companies from 
selling or agrecing to sell stock of the cor- 
porations of which they are members 
unless they be the. absolute owners of 
the stock at the time of the :ale; Mr. 
Murphy’s bill providing for the issuing of certifi- 
cates of their military record to all honorably 
discharged Union soldiers and sailors; Mr. Daly’s 
bill incorporating the Cancer Hospital of New- 
York City, and exempt it from taxation so long 
as it is used for charitable purposes; the bill to 
authorize the Controller of New-York to adjust, 
settle, and pay.certain unpaid portions of salaries 
claimed to be due to Justices of the Peace in that 
city; Mr. Murphy’s bill incorporating the Satety 
Elevator Insurance Company with Jacob Loril- 
lard, George W. Quintard, Charles E. Loew, 
James M. Oakley, and others as incorporators. 

Mr. Kiernan offered a concurrent resolution, 
which lies over under the rule, setting forth, in 
substance, that the recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court on the question of the 
power of Congress to declare anything but gold 
and silver a legal tender 1s revolutionary in its 
tendency, and expressing it as the opinion of this 
Legislature that a convention of the several 
States should be held 1o take into consideration 
an amendment to the Constitution that shall put 
€ stop to such dangerous heresies. ’ 

Mr. Thomas, from the Railroad Committce, re- 
ported adversely the bill extending the commis- 
sion ‘hours on the elevated railroads. Messrs. 
Baker, Piunkitt, and Nelson dissented from the 
report. Mr. Murphy moved to Jay it on the table. 
Mr. Thomas assented to this disposition of it on 
a stipulation that it should not be called from 
the table during his absence. 

Mr. Davidson offered a concurrent reso!ution, 
which lies over under the rule, requesting our 
Congressmen to use their efforts for the repeal of 
s0 much of the revenue laws as permits the 
manufacture of vinevar from alcohol that has 
not paid a tax.

AMUSEMENTS. 


MR. JOSEFFY’S CONCERT. 

Mr. Rafael Joseffy gave the fourth and 
last of his series of concerts at Steinway Hall last 
evening. His performances, although interest- 
ing and effective, do not call for extended criti- 
cism, for they were but repetitions of earlier ef- 
forts. Both Liszt’s eoncerto in A and the scher- 
zo from Litolff’s ‘Concerto Symphonique” were 
played by Mr. Joseffy last Winter, and he 
rendered Rubinstein’s concerto No. 4, in D 
major, at the last Philharmonic concert, only a 
few weeks since. The Liszt concerto is by no 
means the most attractive of the musician's 
piano compositions. Its tone is feverish, its 
treatment tourmenté, and its general impression 


indefinite. Consideration of a work of this 
character first excites wonder at the tech- 
nical difficulties in which it abounds, and then 
causes regret that these difficulties should not be 
80 great as to discourage all attempts to over- 
come them. Nothing short of the Titanic force 
and passion of a Liszt or a Rubinstein can 
illume the concerto in A with the tlashes of 
eloquence that a weaker rendering leaves latent. 
Mr. Joseffy’s interpretation of the work was 
spirited and comparatively vigorous, but 
it did not respond to the requirements of 
the composition. Litolff’s scherzo,a trashy bit 
of “taking” writing, was wy played, view 
ing into action, as it did, the lightness of touc 
and celerity of execution distinguishing the per- 
former's style. The most delightful number of 
the programme, however, was the concerto in D 
major by Rubinstein. It goes without saying 
that it was heard to greater advantage than 
at the Academy of Music, to the spacious 
auditorium of which Mr. Joseffy’s tone was quite 
unequal. The pianist’s gain in dynamic torce 
last evening was very decided: on the other hand, 
in the second movement, a tendency to super- 
abundant accent in bringing out the theme, 
which would have passed unnoticed in a larger 
house, was more conspicuous than on the pre- 
vious occasion. In respect of breadth and imag- 
ination. the virtuoso’s deficiencies were, of 
course, the same as ever. The orchestra prefaced 
the piano compositions with a fine exposition of 
Schumann's melodious and strongly rhythmical 
* Overture, Scherzo, and Finale.” A subsequent 
rendering Of Beethoven’s ‘Coriolanus” over- 
ture did not do the band as much credit; at many 

ints the attack was lacking in force, and in the 
elicate passages a want of finish was often per- 
ceptible. The audience was numerous and ofa 
remarkably professional character.

METROPOLITAN OPERA-HOUSE. 

“Don Giovanni’ was evolved from the 
unfortunate chaos which surrounded the Metro- 
politan Opera-house yesterday and was sung 
last night. With the two leading soprani of 
the comvuny unable to sing, the management 
was placed in most uncomfortable straits. 
That an agreeable performance was given 
last night was a subject for some comment 
and congratulation. Only in a company plenti- 
fully supplied with good women singers could 
** Don Giovanni” have been selected asa dernier 
resort. Mme. Lablache took Mme. Nilsson’s 
place as Donna Elvira and Mme. Scalchi was 


substituted for Mme. Sembrich as Zerlina. The 
other parts were in the bands of the same 
singers as heretofore. Much of the brilliancy 
and forcefulness of Mozart's music was lost 
through the changes in the cast, and it became 
necessary to make some excisions from the score 
and not a few transpositions. But a great 
deal of material can be taken out of “Don 
Giovanni,” and there will still be enough left to 
furnish one evening’s pleasure. Mme. Lablache 
was naturally heard at the greatest disadvantage. 
Zerlina is a réle which has been given a number 
of times to contralto singers, but the singing of 
Donna Elvira by a contralto is exceedingly un- 
common. Mme. Lablache sang the music ac- 
ceptably, though she was unable to produce any 
of the striking effects which our audiences have 
been taught to expect during the present season. 
The “In questa forma,” which Mme. Nilsson 
sings so beautifully, she was obliged to omit. 
Mme. Scalchi'’s Zerlina was a charming per- 
formance. What the music lost in brilliancy, it 
gained insmoothness and breadth, ana it may 
not be too much to say that the “La ci 
darem” has not been more excellently and 
effectively sung in the course of the season 
than it was last night. Mme. Scalchi'’s * Batti, 
batti” was likewise rich and sympathetic in its 
earlier pussages, and bright and_ sparkling at the 
close. Mme. Fursch-Madi as Donna Anna dis- 
played her customary dramatic force and sang 
weil throughout the evening. Signor Kasch- 
mann’s Don Giovanni bas ened something ir 
vivacity and grace, but he has sung the music 
better than he did last night. Signor Mirabella 
sang Leporcilo with abundant vigor, and wona 
merited recall for his “ Madamina.” Signor 
Stagno was not a very ambitious Don Ottavio. 
The chorus was very steady and sonorous, and 
the orchestra treated the score in a creditable 
manner. This evening Rossini’s ** Stabat Mater” 
oS be sung and a miscellaneous concert will 
follow.

M DONALD TO REMAIN IN JAIL. 


JUDGE WESTBROOK’S DECISION IN THE CON- 
TUMACIOUS WITNESS CASE. 

Aurnany, N. Y., April 10.—Judge West- 
brook this afternoon handed down in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer his decision in the case of 
William McDonald, the contumacious witn-ss in 
the Department of Public Works investigation, 
who was committed to the Albany County Jail 
by the State Senate for refusing to answer ques- 


tions. He reviewed the case fully,and doubted 
whether the Senate had the power in its legisla- 
tive capacity to punish for contempt. In con- 
clusion he says: 

“The power of the State Legislature and of either 
house to punish for a contempt committed during the 
progress of judicial inquiry which it is authorized to 
muke (in determining the election, &c., of its own mem- 
bers, in investigations with reference to impeachment 
by the Assembly, and various other cases specified in 
the Cunstitution) is undeniable; but the existence of 
any such power in aid of pure legis‘ation is more than 
doubtful. While a siogle Judge, holding, without asso- 
ciates, a court, entertuins these views, both on reason 
and on a careful study of the recent utterances 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
and of the Privy Council of England, he should still, in 
judicial action, while freely discussing as it is his duty 
io do, a question of such vast importance, to the end 
that it muy be rightly settled, not rashly attempt to 
oveiturn and disregard the practice of the S'a‘e for 
many years, the judicial dicta of its Judges, and the 
opinions of elementary wiicers of acknowledged high 
authority upon cases not necessurily controlling in this 
State. Especially should he not do so when its effect 
wili be, if he is wrong in his views, to imprcp ‘rly arrest 
an important inquiry which a legislative body lar ey 
composed of eminent lawyers suppoces it has the power 
to pursue, und to tap ee overrule a decision of the 
General ‘lerm of this department, (People vs. Learned, 
5th Hun. 626,) the couit immediately above the one 
which he is holding. As Mcionald will be entitled to 
full redress if his imprisonment be adjudged unlawful 
he must be remanded tuo the custo¢y of tbe Sheriff o 
Albany County, to be held by such Sheriff underthe

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A STRIKE OF RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 

Dayton, Ohio, Apnml 10.—Th~ employes 
of the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. Louis Railroad 
here struck to-day for wages due them for the 
months of February and March. The strike is 
general between here and Cincinnati. The men 
stopped all trains that attempted to leave the 
city except the maii train. The road has not paid 
for nearly three montbs and merchants are re- 
fusing the men further credit. ‘The men are even 
unable to get their discharge and a statement of 
their account, which they sought to have cashed at 
alarge discount. The strike is becoming gencral 
over the entire road between here and Cincinnati, 
Ironton, Toledo, and other points.

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THE NAVAL CRUISER " LEGISLATION IN NEW-JERSEY. 


IT IS INCORPORATED IN THE AP- 
PROPRIATION BILL. 
SENATORS BECK AND M’PHERSON OBJECT 

TO SUCH A PROCEEDING—MR. EDMUNDS 

OVERRULES THEIR POINTS. 

Wasnineton, April 10.—In its considera- 
tion of the Naval Appropriation bill to-day, the 
Senate reached the amendment proposed by the 
Appropriations Committee inserting bodily in 
the bill the measure already passed by the Senate 
for the building of seven new steel cruisers and 
gun-boats. It is well understood that the Cruis- 
ers bill was thus incorporated in the Appropria- 
tion bill in order to secure action upon it by the 
House of Kepresentatives, which might not 
otherwise take itup. Mr. Hale, however, took 
pains to announce that there was no thought of 
trying to coerce the House into providing 
for the proposed new vessels. When the amend- 
ment was reached, Mr. Beck made the expected 
point of order that it was new legislation, and 
could not, therefore, be added to the Appropria- 
tion bill. Mr. Edmunds hardly waited for Mr. 
Beck to take his seat before he ruled that the 
amendment was perfectly proper under the 
rules of the Senate, and was not new legislation, 
as it was a provision for increasing the 
establishment for which the bill provides. 
Mr. Beck remarked that under that rul- 
ing there was nothing to prevent the 
Committee on Appropriations from adding 
100 new cruisers to the navy in the Appropria- 
tion bill, and Mr. Edmunds added that he did not 
think the number had anything to do with the 
propriety of the amendment. Mr. Bayard in- 
dorsea the ruling of the Chair under a strict 
reading of the rules, but he could not, he said, 
bring himself to concur inthe view that it was 


proper for the Committee on Appropriations to 
add provisions for any number of new war ships 
to a naval appropriation bill coming from the 
House. If that could be done, any number of 
regiments might be added to the army in the 
Army Appropriation bill. , 

Mr. McPherson was very earnest in onposition 
to the amendment to the proposed amendment. 
He cared nothing about what the rules of the 
Senate provided on that point. Mr. McPherson 
believed that no greater eee nae | could be 
shown to the House. The result would be a con- 
test between the two branches of Congress, and, 
asin times past, those who opposed the appro- 
priation because it had this amendment tacked 
to it would be liable to be charged with trying 
to starve the Government. The Senate de- 
liberately proposed to insert the amend- 
ment and then go intoa conference committee 
when it knew that there would probably be no 
obstruction in the House to the Appropriation 
bill as passed by the Senate without that amend- 
ment. Mr. Beck said he knew his point of order 
would be overruled, but he made it because he 
wanted a distinct ruling as to what powers the 
Committee on Appropriations had. it appeared 
trom the President’s ruling that the committee 
could provide for 100 new vessels if it chose. If it 
could do that it could say who soould build them, 
and it might as well insert in the bill a statement 
that John Roach should build the cruisers. 
Such a provision would be{germane to the subject 
of the bill and admissible under the ruling of 
Mr. Edmunds. The committee should also in- 
sert oe giving Mr. Roach a margin of 
$100,000 or $200,000 on each vessel, more than it 
was worth, so that the ship-builder could make 
a 10 per cent. contribution to the Republican 
campaign fund. If the Appropriations Com- 
mittee was considering a bill to erect a public 
building in some town, Mr. Beck added, they 
could now, under the ruling of the chair, 
ndd to the bill a public building for 
the home of each member of the committee. 
Mr. Beck pointed out that in a conference com- 
mittee it would only be 1 ecessary to get two of 
the House members to agree with the Senate 
conferrees to force the amendmeut through, even 
if the majority of the House were opposed to it. 
Mr. Beck digressed to discuss the prop»sed cruis- 
ers, and contended tarnestly that they were not 
to be constructed with any purpose of fighting, 
but to furnish fine ships for junketing trips, 
to be fast enough to run away from any 
ship with heavy guns. We wanted avicawys | 
ships instead of pleasure boats, and he proteste 
against the “ indecent haste” to build new cruis- 
ers before those now on the stocks could be com- 
pleted and tested. Mr. McPherson and Mr. Beck 
so provoked Mr. Hale as to iead him to defend 
the naval policy of the Government since. the 
war and toentera pathetic protest against the 
raking up of any old charges or complaints 
about the breaking up of vessels to be sold for 
old scrap. 

Mr. Jones, of Florida, defended the cruisers 
amendment. He said that to him it was humili!- 
ating to have it paraded before the monarchical 
Governments of the world that the American 
Government was in such a condition that it 
could not trust its own officers, including the 
President, to take a step in the direction of build- 
ing up the public force. This was no question of 
party. Whether the party in power were Demo- 
eratic or ae there were some things 
essential to the public interest which must be 
done. Mr. Jones knew only the President of the 
United States in this matter. It was to 
him that the power was given. Mr. Jones 
recognized in him the incumbent of the 
highest office in the world, When that officer in- 
formed the Senate that the interests of the peo- 
ple of the United States required that something 
should be done toward putting the navyina 
condition befitting the dignity and greatness of 
the Nation, Mr. Jones was not going to refuse to 
listen to him on the ground that the President 
was a Republican. How could a Governmeut be 
maintained by such a course? If officers did not 
do their duty, let them be impeached and turned 
out of power, but above all things let not the in- 
terests of the Republic suffer. Then the dehate 
went over until Monday, the Senators, against 
Mr. Hale’s protest, having voted to adjourn over

OBITUARY. 


DR. PLINY A. JEWETT. 

Dr. Pliny Adams Jewett, one of the lead- 
ing physicians in New-Haven, died in Providence, 
R. L., yesterday of pneumonia. Dr. Jewett was 
considered high authority on disputed questions 
of surgery and obstetrics, and of late years his 
knowledge on these subjects has been frequently 
used in the courts. He was called as an expert 
in both the Hayden and the Malley trial, and he 
was in Providence as a wiiness ina murder case 
when seized with the disease which caused bis 
death. Dr. Jewett was born in Hampton, Wash- 
ington County, this State, in 1816. He received 


his education in Trinity College, Hartford, 
Gonn., and afterward took a _ medical 
course at Yale. He was graduated from 
the Jatter institution in 1839, and went 
to Paris to further perfect his studies. 
He afterward settied in New-Haven, and with 
the exception of two years’ residence in Aiken. S. 
C., he has sinc» lived there. In 1847 he married a 
daughter of Leicester Carrington, a prominent 
citizen of Bristol, Conn. For 40 years Dr. Jewett 
has been attendant surgeon at the New-Haven 
Hospital, and he was for 12 years Professor of 
Obstetrics in the medical department of Yale. 
During the war he was Surgeon of voiunteer-, 
and was afterward promoted toa Colonelcy for 
meritorious services. Dr. Jewett organizec 
Knight's United States Army General Hospital 
at New-Haven, and he had charge of it from 1862 
to 1865. He wasamember of the Connecticut 
Medical Society for 37 years. serving as its Presi- 
dent in 1876. He wasalso an honorary member 
ot the New-York Medical Society. Twosons and 
a daughter survive him. 


THE REV. JOHN FULLER RUSSELL. 

The Rev. John Fuller Russell, F. S. A., 
died in London yesterday. He was graduated at 
St. Peter’s College, Cambridge, in 1837, and 
was Rector of Greenhithe, Kent, since 1836. 
He was the author of a number of works on the 
doctrine and discipline of the Church of En- 
gland, among them “ The Exclusive Power of an 
Episcopally Ordained Clergy to Administer the 
Sacraments,” “Judgment of the Church on the 
Sufficiency of Holy Scripture and the Value of 
Catholic _ Tradition,” “Anglican Ordination 
Valid.” He published a * Life of Dr. Johnson” 
in 1847, was a contributor to the Encyclopedia 
Metropolitaner and to several periodicals. was co- 
editor with Dr. Hook of “Selections from the 
Writings of Anglican Divines.” and with Dr. 
Irons of “ Tracts of the Anglican Fathers.” He 
was a member of the Council of the Society of 
Antiquar es, of the Central Committee of the 
Royal Archreological Institute of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and of the Committee of the Eccle- 
siological Society. 
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SIX MEN LOST AT SEA. 

Boston, April 10.—The crew of the British 
schooner George Calhoun, consisting of four 
men, arrived here to-day on the schooner Zenobia. 
Capt. Starkey, of the Calhoun, reports that he 
left Providence for St. John, in ballast, on March 
25. On March 30 the schooner was caught in a 
north-west gale, with snow. during which she 
lost all of her ‘head-gear and fore rigging and 


sustained ether damage, making her unmanage- 
able. On March 31 the Calhoun fell in with 
the Gioucester schooner Nelson McFar- 
land in a sinking cundition. Capt. Starkey 
had a boat lowered and rescued tho 
crew of the sinking vessel, which comprised 
five men. Asthe poat came alongside the Cal- 
houn it was swamped ty a high sea, and the five 
fishermen, ther with one of the Calhoun’s 
crew named niel Purdy, of Shelburne, Nova 
Scotia, were drowned. On —_ Ithe Calhoun 
had moderate winds, and set distress signals. On 
the 4th a four-masted British steamer bound to 
the westward was sighted, but shé paid no atten- 
tion to the signals of distress.

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THE RAILROAD TAX BILL SIGNED—A MYS- 
TERIOUS RAILROAD BILL SUBMITTED. 

Trenton, April 10.—Gov. Abbett to-day 
signed Assembly bill No. 313 providing the new 
system of railroad taxation. ‘The bill,” said 
the Governor to THE TrMEs’s correspondent, 
“does not come fully up to my view of the kind 
of législation that should be had upon the sub- 
ject, but it accomplishes something in the right 
direction, and in future years we may accom- 
plish more. It will increase the revenues of the 
State $300,000 anyhow, and may be made to in- 


crease them $500,000—that depends, of course, 
upon the care with which they are as- 
sessed. It will give Jersey City, where a 
large pruportion of the railroad possessions lie, 
trom 8750.00 to 000 where she now receives 
only about $€0,000. The State sacrifices none of her 
rights by the bill, but reserves them all, and, if 
the roads fail to pay under the act, the restrictive 


* claims which the Senate eliminated from it may 


be made into law by a future Legislature and 
enforced against them. It saves the necessity of 
a State tax, and so redeems the promise of my in- 
augural that no Statetax should be imposed 
during my administration. The railroads have, 
by the part they nave taken in framing the bill, 
recognized the policy. of taxing them, and the 
act has in fact been passed on the assumption 
that they will accept its provisions and pay their 
taxes under it.” 

The companion bill, for the taxation of corpo- 
rations, a summary of which was ge in to- 
day’s TIMES, passed the Senate this morning. 
Senator Applegate made a speech against it. and 
both he and Senator Youngblood voted against 
it. The hill met with gerious opposition from 
some of the insurance companies. No one knows 
to what extent the new bil! will enrich the State, 
but the State’s income will be very gee | in- 
creased by it. The House, last evening, refused 
to concur in the Senate amendments to the bill, 
and a committee of five was appointed to confer 
with the Senate. The principal objection to the 
bill was that the tax upon gas and electric light 
companies was unequal. 

There was a warm debate in the House this af- 
ternoon over a mysterious bill which Mr. Flynn, 
of Passaic, introduced yesterday and tried to 
force through to third reading to-day. {[t was 
palpably a railroad scheme to acquire a right of 
way in some of the cities in the State. Mr. Arm- 
strong, of Camden, who had been approached 
concerning it, said that a gentleman connected 
with the Lehigh Valley Road had asked him to 
urge it forward. It enables the authoritics of 
any city to give the right of way across 
and through its streets to a_ railroad 
whose roadway had not yet been constructed 
in such city, and to authorize the road to change 
the grades, and even the courses, of the streets to 
suitit. The Lehigh Valley Road has recently been 
taken under the wing of the Pennsylvania Road, 
and the supposed purpose of the biil is to enable 
it torun its tracks from its terminus across the 
canal to the Pennsylvania Railroad yards. 
Others believe that it is designed to enable the 
railroad to build an elevated road to the Red 
Star steam-ship docks. Messrs. Cole and Mc- 
Laughlin. of Hudson, opposed its passage, and, 
in spite of the efferts of its friends to progress it 
to third reading to-night, it was laid over until 
Monday. 


THE POCAHONTAS MINES. 


PREPARATIONS TO REMOVE THE BODIES OF 
THE VICTIMS FROM THE SHAFT. 

LyNcHBURG, Va., April 10.—A force of 12 
experienced miners under the direction of Su- 
perintendent Dodds, of Wilkesbarre, Penn., 
worked all last night clearing away the timbers 
and débris covering the track at the main en- 
trance to the Pocahontas nines, the flooding of 
the mines having caused great damage to the 
tracks, and the force of the explosion having 


completely blockaded them. At noon to-day 
the Superintendent had the following notice 
posted at the main entrance to the mines: 

Some of the bodies will in all probability be removed 
from the mines this afternoon. A numberof the men 
best acquainted with the deceased will be stationed 
on the outside to identify the remains. The relations 
and friends will be given an opportunity to recognize 
and claim their own, who will be delivered to them on 
my order. A careful record will be kent of all the 
bodies. A final resting-place below the town has been 
telected, where all not claimed will be buried. During 
the removal and burial of the bodies all persons are re- 
quested to observe the solemn decorum befitting the 
occasion. Appropriate memorial services will be held 
at a church in the near future, of which due notice will 
be given. No one will be allowed to enter the mines 
excepting those engaged there.

The above notice simply indicates the expecta- 
tion of the Superintendent, but it is not improb- 
able that the tan may not be in working order 
this evening, and, furthermore, it is not definite- 
ly known that all the obstructions can be re- 
moved in time to recover any of the bodies before 
to-morrow. Men are busily engaged in digging 
graves and in making boxes in which the dead 
are to be interred. 


A CONSPIRACY FRUSTRATED. 


AN INNOCENT MAN’S NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
PRISON. 


Pnrovipence, R. IL, April 10.—A plot to 
send an innocent man to prison was frustrated 
here to-day. In the latter part of 1883 Charles FE. 
Boss and Manton E. Marble, of Cumberland Hill, 
were arrested for burglary, and while in jail 
awaiting trial confessed to burning a barn at 
Cumberland Hill July 27, 188, implicating

Simeon Budlong, a member of the Town Coun- 
cil, of unblemished business and social reputa- 
tion. They alleged that he offered to pay 
Boss $25, asking him if he wanted a job. 
and urging him to burn the barn of 
William A. Weedin, a neighbor of Budilong’s. 
As Budlong and Weedin had had numerous 
disputes and were, socially, at swords’ points, 
the confession appeared to Have considerable 
foundation, and resulted in Budlong being held 
for trial. Upon Boss’s confession he was him- 
self sentenced to prison for 10 years for. arson, 
and Marile to 3 years for receiving stolen goods. 

To-day the convicts swore that not only did 
Budlong pay the $:5, but much more, as husb- 
money, Being examined separately, they told 
euch conflicting stories thac the court, witheut 
wuiting for testimony for the defense, ordered a 
verdict of not guilty to be rendered by the jury 
without leaving their seats. There was not the 
slightest corroborative cvidence to support the 
indictment, and the whole thing resolved itself 
into a plot to injure an innocent man.

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DAMAGE BY FOREST FIRES. 

THE DESTRUCTION CAUSED SEVERAL COUN- 
TIES OF GEORGIA. 

Macon, Ga., April 10.—Details from Tay- 
lor, Webster, Sumter, Jefferson, Glasscock, and 
other sandy counties of Georgia, of recent forest 
fires, present a harrowing picture of destruction. 
Large tracks of these counties were in prepara- 
tion for truck planting, farmers having spent 
the last six weeks on that work. Much new 
ground had also been cleared, upon which fires 
were burning in brush-heans. The wind came 
from the south-west. Traveling north-east it in- 
creased in force until the farmers in the fields 
were blinded with sand and were compelled to 


retire to their houses for protection. The winds 
fanned the tiames of the brush-heap fires and 
scattered them i. all directions. Fencing of pine 
quickly caught fire and long strings of crackling 
flames could be seen all along the course of the 
fences. This, in all the sandy section of the 
State, created smoke, which, ascending into the 
atmosphere above, made a dark mass of fioat- 
ing clouds. When the fences were consumed 
the dry stubble and dried vegetation of the past 
year a fire, which slow!y made its way 
closer and closer to the houses. Women and 
children were crouching with fear. Men could 
only hastilyclear away patches of earth, and by 
fighting back tne fire from the edges keep a spot 
clear upon which it was possible to stand until 
the fire passed over. The houses caught fire and 
were swept away, noteven an article of furni- 
ture being saved. 

In — County residences were burned 
down, and the loss in fences, &c., destroyed can- 
not be less than $12.000. In Taylor County the 
loss is about $10,000, in Greene County $8,000, in 
Webster County $5,000, and in Jefferson County 
$10,000. The greatest loss perhaps was suffered 
in Glasscock County. The path of the fire took 
in the town of Gibson, and it was only by heroic 
work that 200 men ‘e the fire back. The 
loss is pomere $20,000. Since the fire has passed 
over the fact has been discovered that the huge 
sand-drifts blown about by the winds have cov- 
ered the ground, which had been prepared for 
planting, rendering a renewal of work necessary. 


MRS. CHARLOTTE SWEET’S DEATH. 


RUMORS THAT HER GRANDSON USED VIO- 
LENCE TOWARD HER. 

ScRANTON, Penn., April 10.—This com- 
munity has been exercised a good deal over a 
rumor that Mrs. Charlotte Sweet, who died sud- 
denly last Sunday night, came to her death by 
violence. Mrs. Sweet, who was about 75 years 
old, was the widow of the late Dr. Sweet, and 
lived with her daughter, Mrs. T. F. Hunt, in this 
city until Sunday night, when she fell from the 
front porch and fractured her skull. Death was 


instantaneous, and the gossips have it that the 
old lady was pushed down the steps by her 
grandson while the latter was under the 
influence of drink. This is denied by the 
family, who say that the fall was 
purely accidental. It appears that young Hunt 
had been drinking on Sunday night and was 
so newhat noisy after his return home. A state- 
ment is made to the effect that his mother and 
grandmother wanted to keep him in the house, 
but that he was anxious to go down town again. 
The two ladies followed him to the door, and Mrs. 
Sweet slipped and fell, with the fatal result al- 
ready described. Tbe Hunt family say that the 
young man was outside the gate when the acci- 
dent occured, and that he did not use any vio- 
lence toward the old lady. Coroner Dean, accept- 
ing this view ot the case, thought it unnecessary 
to hold an inquest, and Mrs. Sweet was buried 
yesterday at Carbondale. 

The rumors of foul play having been revived, 
District Attorney Connolly has ordered an in- 

uest, and the body will have to be exhumed for 
that purpose. Mrs. Sweet's will was admitted to

THE JEANNETTE EXPEDITION. 


WHAT ONE OF THE SURVIVORS SAYS ABOUT 
FOOD AND TREATMENT. 

WHEELING, West Va., April 10.—E. W. 
Spencer, a machinist, and one of the survivors of 
the ill-fated Jeannette, arrived in this city this 
morning. Speaking of the management of the 
expedition he said: “I have spent 26 years in 
cruising about the Arctic Ocean and have taken 
part in three exploring expeditions, but the 
Jeannette was the poorest equipped vessel I ever 
set foot in. The stores we took aboard at San 
Francisco were frightful. As an example, out 


of 250 barrels of sugar-cured hams not 8 were 
fit to eat; they were alive with rotteness and the 
steward could not stay in the galley while 
cooking them. The flour, too, was moldy 
and full of wevils and _ utterly unfit 
for food. I sometimes think somebody 
must have made a fat thing out of the contract 
for food, for although Bennett and the Govern- 
ment poured out money like water, we did not 
have enough good fvod to keep up our strength, 
and consequently most of us broke down and 
died after reaching the Siberian coast. In fact, 
the Government treated us badly ali along, but, 
of course, the facts will never get out. Why, at 
St. Petersburg, on the homeward journey, we 
had to sign orders for our pay before the Ameri- 
can Minister would give us transportation to 
Liverpool, and there we had to sign more orders 
before we could get passage to America. I have 
not drawn the rest of mv pay vet, nor can I get 
it until my time expires next Fall. We bad far 
better treatment from the Esquimaux than from 
the Government at Washington.

MISS BROKAW TALKS INCOHERENTLY AND 
CUTS HER THROAT WITH A RAZOR. 

Lawrence, Long Island, April 10.—Miss 
Georgie Brokaw, a young woman 23 years of age, 
made an attempt to commit suicide on Monday 
in this village at the residence of her cousin, 
John M. Jenkins, with whom she made her home, 
Mr. Jenkins is the express agent of the village, 
and lives about a mile from the railroad station, 
His family consists of his wife and Miss Brokaw, 
who has lived with them since last September. 
She is the daughter of Runyon Brokaw, an Ohio 


farmer. Her mother died when she was a mcre 
child, and her fathera year or two ago married 
a widow with several children. The girl’s life 
with her step-mother is said to have been unen- 
durable, and she wrote to Mr. Jenkins last Sum- 
mer asking that she might make her home with 
him. He made her heartily welcome, and since 
then she has been a member of his family. 

Miss Brokaw had seemed despondent and un- 
happy for several weeks previous to her attempt 
upon her own life, but her relatives did not 
imagine that she would resort to any such step. 
On egy Mr. Jenkins noticed a peculiarity of 
manner and a certain wildness of appearance 
about the girl, but she seemed as well as usual on 
Sunday. She walked in the afternoon with Min- 
nie Player, the little daughter of a neighbor, and 
attended the Methodist church in the evening 
with Mrs. William Smith. After returnin 
home she complained of feeling unwell, an 
retired early. She usually assisted Mrs. Jenkins 
to get breakfast on Monday mornings, but last 
Monday she did not come down stairs until Mr. 
and Mrs. Jenkins were almost through breakfast. 
When she did come in she was trembling and 
wild-eyed, and talked ramblingly and incoher- 
ently. ‘1 know all,” she said to her astonished 
cousins. “I thought I understood the English 
language, but I don’t understand the language I 
heard last night. It’s all cometo me. ou've 
drugged me and let men into cs 5 room. Oh! I 
a slept all night, and what a night it has 

een | 

Mrs. Jenkins soothed her, and, after she had 
drank'a cup of coffee, the poor girl went back 
to her room. Mr. Jenkins left the house and 
was gone an hour. When he came back his 
wife told him that Georgia was still in her room 
and could not be induced to come down, and 
that she would be sure totakecold. Mr. Jenkins 
went to the door and tried to induce her to come 
down stairs, but she only muttered insanely and 
refused to open the door. “You want my 
clothes,” she said. ““You want to take every- 
thing away from me.” She was quiet a few 
minutesandsuddenly Mr. Jenkins smelled smoke 
inthe room. He burst the door then and found 
that she had burned all’her letters in a washbowl. 
She still refused to come down stairs until Mrs. 
Sidney Barker, a neighbor, coaxed her into the 
ittince-vqume. Here she was put to bed on a 

ounge. 

While Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins were at supper in 
the next room, about 6 o’clock, they heard a 
choking sound from the sitting-room. Both 
were alarmed and rushed into the apartment, 
where they found the unfortunate girl lying un- 
conscious, with Mr. Jenkins’s razor clenched in 
her right hand and a stream of blood flowing 
from a gaping wound in herthroat. Mr. Jenkins 
ran for Dr. William Friedwell, of Westville, whi e 
his wife attempted to stanch the tlow of blood. 
The doctor found that the wind-pine was 
partly severed, but he sewed up the wound, 
and the indications are that the girl 
will recover. Mr. Jenkins sent word to Miss 
Brokaw’s sister, Mrs. William H. Hoover, of 
Point Pleasant, N. J., and che arrived in Law- 
rence Jast night. The only cause Mr. Jenkins 
can assign for the rash act is that the girl was 
temporarily insane from depression of spirits. 
She had talked of going to New-York to learn 
telegraphy, so that she could earn ber own liv- 
ing. er conduct had always been exemplary 
previously. Her mind is still wandering at inter- 
vals, and she is carefully watched day and night 
lest she should make another attempt on her life.

THE INDEPENDENT DEMOCRATS. 


ELECTING OFFICERS AND DENOUNCING THE 
FACTIONS IN THE PARTY. 

The first meeting of the General Com- 
mittee of the New-York Democracy last even- 
ing at Madison-Square Hall, No. $48 Broadway, 
was largely attended. Ex-Senator Boyd was 
made temporary Chairman and Robert A. Van 
Wyck temporary Secretary. Among those pres- 
ent were ex-Senator Bixby, Wheeler H. Peck- 


ham, ex-Assemblyman Hagan, Joseph A. Mon- 
heimer, ex-Justice Otterbourg, manuel B. 
Hart, Dr. Robert A. Gunn, John T. Savage, Dr. 
E. J. Donlin, ex-Coroner Knox, ex-Alderman 
Robert Power, and ex-Judge Coulter. Robert B. 
Roosevelt was elected permanent Chairman, 
John G. Cameron Treasurer, and Louis M. 
Doscher, Robert A. Van Wyck, ex-Assemblyman 
Hagan, Otto Kempner, and Luke C. Grimes Sec- 
retaries. Twenty-four Vice-Chairmen were also 
elected, among the number being ex-Justice 
Otterbourg and Emanuel B. Hart. 

Mr. Roosevelt having been escorted to the 
chair,stated that the real power of the people tose- 
lect officers had as totally ceased as if it had never 
existed, because two leaders controlled the nom- 
inations of men for office. These men stripped, 
men per yes of the control of a secret society 
and of thé patronage of the Department of 
Public Works, would be powerless. If the Tam- 
many Hall leader were put up for Mayor and 
were elected, Mr. Roosevelt would acknowledge 
that in the last 30 years he had been onthe wrong 
side in politics. If these leaders were men like 
Jefferson, Jackson, Tilden, or Grover Cleveland, 
everybody would be proud to follow them. Mr. 
Roosevelt eulogized Gov. Cleveland for sustain- 
ing the reform movement. 

esolutions were presented to the effect that 
the New-York Democracy claimed absolute in- 
dependence in local affairs and was opposed to 
* bossism”’ in politics, by which was meant the 
leadership hot of the best or ablest, but of per- 
sons who, by the control of a secret society ora 
large amount of patronage, maintain a venal 
grasp upon the machinery of party. Tammany 
Hall was arraigned for “its frequent treasons to 
the Democratic Party, to which it fraudulently 
claims to belong; for its betrayal of Gov. 
Robinson, its cpposition to Gov. Cleveland, 
its combination with Republicans in Sen- 
ate and Assembly, as well as in the Board 
of Aldermen; its protection of corrupt offi- 
cial: of both parties.” The County De- 
mocracy was repudiated because it had 
repudiated its principles, and Irving Hall because 
it had no character or independence and had 
sunk its reputation to that of a parasite. Gov. 
Cleveland’s administration was approved, anda 
thorough reform was favored of all municipal 
abuses, whether the guilty person be a Democrat 
or Republican. The passage was urged of the 
proposed changes in the tenure of office of the 
officers to be appointed this year. The resolu- 
tions also pleasantly demanded thatthe Legisla- 
ture should first reform itself and then mete out 
even-handed justice — the guilty, Republican 
and Democrat alike, shielding none and punish- 
ing all equaliy. 

“Tim” Shea objected to the criticism on the 
Legislature, and ex-Justice Otterbourg moved 
that that portion be stricken out, but nobody 
seconded his motion, and the resolutions were 
carried unanimously.

Ata meeting of the Military Service Tn- 
stitution, held at Governor's Island yesterday, 
Gen. Hancock presiding, Gen. Egbert Viele, of 
the Department of Parks, read the paper of the 
day, which was on “Camp and Garrison Sanita- 
tion.” He began by stating that the statistics of 
great wars showed an enormous disproportion 
between the number of soldiers killed in battle 
and the number who died of disease. 

“Since the beginning of this century,” con- 
tinued the paper, ‘180.000 British soldiers have 
perished by disease alone in India, and as each 
soldier costs the Government $500 to land him in 
that country, the loss in money alone has been 
$90,000,000. In the 41 months of the Spanish war 
24,930 British soldiers died of disease, while 
but 8,999 were killed or died of wounds. 
In the first seven months of the Crimean 
war, the mortality among the English troops 
was 60 per cent. per annum from disease alone, a 
rate of mortality exceeding that of the great 
plague in London. In the war between, the 
United States and Mexico there were killed in 
battle or died of wounds 120 officers, 1,429 sol- 
diers; died of disease, 101 officers, 10,885 soldiers, 


to which, if we add 9,749 discharged for disability, 
would make an invalid loss of 20,634 out of the 
aggregate of 100.454 men engaged in the war. It 
is also true that there were but few surv.vors of 
that war who were not more or less affected with 
disease incident to the climate and the privations 
endured. During the civil war, the Union army 
lost 304,389 men, of which 93,969 were killed in 
battle or died of wounds, leaving 210,400 wno died 
cf disease.” 

Gen. Viele described his own experience during 
the Mexican waf in an unhealthy camp, and also 
told the story of the Walcheren expedition, sent 
out by the British Government in 1809 to take 
Antwerp, when more than 40,000 English soldiers 
and a magnificent fleet accomplished nothing be- 
cause disabled by disease. In strong contrast to 
this was an account of the building of fort; on 
malarious islands at the mouth of the Savannah 
during the rebellion, when the soldiers, by strict 
sanitary discipline, were enabled to withstand 
their bad surroundings. The thing to be partic- 
ularly drcaded by a commander was the out- 
break of an epidemic. Cholera and yellow fever 
were those by which armies suffered oftenest. 
Great improvements had been made in foreign 
camp sanitution. A critical examination into 
the barrack life of the British Army, made a 
few years ago, showed that over-crowding, 
bad ventilation, bad drainage, and bad water 
was the rule and not the exception. 
The United States needed to look into 
this matter. Jts smallarmy had an enormous 
amount of work to do. He described the perfect 
military organization of Switzerland, and said 
one of its features was a Hygienic Corps, “ thor- 
oughly organized and educated in the principles 
of sanitation.”” He then went onto show how 
badly the United States Army was quartered. 
“Of ali the 187 forts and barracks no two are 
alike in plan, profile, or perspective,” said Gen. 
Viele. “If there is any similarity 1t is in the dis- 
comforts and inconveniences by which they are 
pearly all surrounded. Some ot them have been 
constructed in such places and in such a manner 
that it would seem as if human ingenuity had 
been exercised to the utmost in order to achieve 
the climax of human stupidity.” He described 
several forts, and showed their unhealthiness. 
The condition of the sea-board forts and harhor 

ations wus particularly bad. While occupied 

y a few they would do, butif it became nec- 

essary to have full garrisons they would not. 
, Surgeon Bill in his report of experiments on 
atmospheric impurities of soldiers’ quarterssays: 
* I made no examination of the barracks of Gov- 
ernor’s Island, nor of the casemate quarters of 
the men. As we!l make an examination of a pig 
stye. They cisregard every modern notion of 
hygiene; they are dark, damp, and cold, and 
may or may not contain excess of curbonicanhy- 
iryde; probably they do not, and hence analy- 
tical results would merely mislead.” At Fort 
Adams, Newport, KR. J., (another sea-coast port,) 
the quarters for officers and men are in the case- 
mates. They are practically cellars,and except 
in Winter are excessively damp, so that fires are 
required in the heat of midsummer to make 
them habitable. The report states that 
acthing can be done to make proper dwell- 
Ings of them. Arms and _ implements, 
tust and equipments decay rapidly. At Fort 
McHenry, Baltimore, the air space allowed in 
the dormitories per man is 330 cubic feet. 
Another set of quarters, built on the sea-wall of 
that fort, have very low ceilings, and at night the 
airin the sleeping-rooms is very impure. The 
men’s sinks are also situated in the sea-wall, and 
are not built sufficiently far out to secure the 
cemoval of the excreta by thetide. It is not 
tingular that ‘it has been found by observation 
that the sick-list of the companies occupying the 
re quarters is in the Spring, Summer, and 
‘all twice as Jarge as that of the companies 
tvithin the fort.” 

At Fort Hamilton the quarters for the men are 
stone casemates, 44 by 14 by 12, badly ventilated, 
damp, and leaky. and totally unfit for quarters. 
The airspace per man is about 175 cubic feet; 
there are no baths or lavatories, the men per- 
forming their ordinary ablutions at the wells or 
cisterns near their quarters. The quarters oc- 
tupied by the officers in the casemates are more 
unhealthy thar those used by the men; they are 
intersected by numerous partitions and bave no 
ventilation. Butit is not necessary to multiply 
these criticisms. The evils complained of exist 
in all the sea-board forts, and whut is worse, the 
most recent attempts at improved quarters that 
have been made resulted in conspicuous failures, 
the combined result of cheapness. bad con- 
tractors, and of too little knowledge of the true 
principles involved in the construction on the 
“nh of those charged with the duty of their erec- 

on. 

To remedy the errors of years would not be 
easy. but the principles of sanitation could be 
learned. A porous soil, with good natural drain- 

ge, should beselectedfora camp. Thereshould 

ood drinking water, which should never be 
polluted. The direction of the prevailing wind 
and sunshine should be considered. Shade trees 
Were an essential element, The drainage should 
be made perfect. The disposal ot refuse matter 
should be carefully arranged. No subject was 
ess understood in garrisons than ventilation. 
Svery man ought to have 800 cubic feet of 
tpace to himself, and that should have direct or 
indirect channels to the outer atmosphere. Dis- 
infectants should be constantly used. Sulphate 
of iron was recommended for this purpose. A 
bad cook was declared to be a man’s worst ene- 
my. The cooking should be daily inspected. 
Persona! cleanliness should be systematically re- 
uired, and aj! the conveniences provided 
or it. The general principles of sanitation 
were set forth in the paper, and Gen. Viele 
expressed a hope. that his suggestions 
would not be disregarded. Among  thore 
present, some of whom took part in the discus- 
ion after the reading of the paper. were Gens.

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YIELDING TO THE CONTESTANT ON ONE AND 
SHEN PRODUCING OTHERS. 

The convest of the will of the late Ben- 
jamin Fitch wus practically finished yesterday. 
Frederick A. Palmer testified that in 1882 he had 
noticed a decided change in the physical con- 
dition and mental capacity of Mr. Fitch, who 
talked in a rambling sort of way and frequently 
made conflicting dispositions of his property. 
John J. Morris, who bad drawn up sevcrul wills 
for Mr. Fitch, testified that in the wills written 
by him greater provision had been made 
for the coutestant than in the will in 
dispute. Mr. Fitch had doubted the friendliness 


of his relatives, and had often called Benjamin 
Fitch, Jr., bis adopted son. He quarreled with 
Benjamin, however, and made a-will cutting him 
off from any inheritance in his property. A 
reconcil ation was made, and a codicil was drawn 
up restoring the bequests. John Falconer testi- 
fied that he had known Mr. Fitch for 40 years, 
and that he had corsidered bim incapable of 
making a will. Dr. Egbert Guernsey, who at- 
tended Mr. Fitch a few days before the will in 
dispute was made, testified that he did not think 
Mr. Fitch capabie of drawing up a will, as he 
was very weak and unable to remember names 
and events. 

Ex-Recorder Smith, counsel for the pro- 
ponents, did not cross-examine any of the wit- 
nesses. He held a brief consultation with Mor- 
gan J. O’Brien and Henry Parsons, counsel for 
the contestants, and said to the Surrogate that, 
after careful examination, he had come to the 
conclusion that Mr. Fitch was incapable of mak- 
ing a wi.l in February, 1883. Surrogate Rollins 
said that enough testimony had already been 
ss in behalf of the contestant.

CONVICTED OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


——_———__—— 
TRIAL OF THE MAN WHO CARELESSLY 
CAUSED CELIA RANEY’S DEATH. 

The Kings County Court of Sessions was 
crowded yesterday morning when Dennis Reilly, 
a young man of 20, was put on trial under an in- 
dictment charging him with having caused the 
death of Celia J. Raney on March 16 last. As- 
sistant District Attorney Shorter said it was not 
claimed that Reilly purposely shot the girl, but 


that he was culpably careless when he pointed at 
her a pistol, and was, therefore, guilty, as in- 
dicted, of the crime of manslaughter. 

The story of the shooting was told by John 
Cassidy, of No. 476 Sixth-avenue, at whose house 
the killing took place, and by his daughter. How 
Reilly playfully pointed and snapped the weapon 
at Miss Cassidy, and then, with the fatal result, 
at Miss Raney, has been told in THe Times. 
Reilly testified that on the morning of March 16 
he heard a shot inasaloon where a bar-tender 
whom he knew was employed. He went into the 
saloon and took the pistol from the bar-tender, 
and then continu on his way to Cassidy's 
bouse, where he was going to visit. Cassidy 
asked him if the pistol was loaded. Ue said he 
did not know, and, upon Cassidy’s advice, went 
into a vacant lot and tried all the barrels. Only 
one barrel exploded, and he thought the remain- 
ing barrels were empty. He had snapped the 
pistol several times in the house before he point- 
ed it at Celia Raney. The jury, aitera brief de- 
liberation, found the prisoner guilty of man- 
slaughter in the second degree, with a strong 
recommendation to mercy. Under this convic- 
tion Reilly can be sentenced to frum one to 
fifteen years in State prison. 

This is the first conviction that has taken place 
in Kings County under the law making the 
culpably careless use of fire-arms, resulting in the 
death of any person, manslaughter.

FAILURE OF A CATTLE-DEALER. 


HENRY S. ROSENTHAL RUINED BY WALL- 


STREET SPECULATION, 

Henry 8S. Rosenthal, cattle merchant, 
doing business at the Jersey City Stock Yards 
and at Albany, N. Y., made an assignment yes~- 
terday in this city to Moses Strauss, giving pref- 
erences to the holder of a check drawn by R. 
Guthman & Brother for $2,650; to Nelson Morris, 
and to the Central Stock Yarés of New-Jerscy. 
The amounts of the last two claims are not men- 


tioned in the assignment, but they are reported 
to be about $50,000 to Mr. Morris for cattle and 
about $4,000 to the Centrai Stock Yards for freight 
Mr. Rosenthal resided in Albany, where he was 
regarded as a wealthv man. He bought large 
quantities of cattle on the hoof in the West and 
sold them at the stock yardsin Jersey City. His 
urchases frequently amounted to $100,000 at a 
ime, and he had good credit inthe trade. His 
failure is reported to be the result of heavy 
losses in Wall-street speculations. He is report- 
ed to have speculated in stocks, grain, and pro- 
visions, and, baving been long of the market, met 
with large losses in the depreciation which has 
occurred in stocks, grain, and provisions. His 
losses during the past year in these speculations 
are said to have reached $00,000. Mr.Rosenthal 
is believed to be largely indebted to hig stock and 
grain brokers, his margins baving been wiped 
out. His liabilities are estimated at about $130,- 
000, partiy due for cattle and including amounts 
due to the brokers. His assets are not definitely 


known.

She said 
nothing about an alleged breach of promise of 
marriage. His salary was only $7 a week, he 
said, and he had no means to get out of jail un- 
less the order of arrest was vacated. Judge 
Hawes, holding City Court, Chambers, vacated 
the order, saying that the youth’s guardian ad 
litem was responsible for his appearance in court 
when needed.

At the investigation yesterday by Coro- 
ner Merkle in regard to the death of Annie Wag- 
ner from malpractice, on April 1, Dr. Henry 
Meyer, a druggist at Eleventh-street and First- 
avenue, te-tified to giving a harmless prescrip- 
tion to Mrs. Wagner for her daughter to subdue 


fever and alleviate pain. Mrs. Teresa Wagner, of 
No. 412 East Eleventh-street, said her daughter 
was sick five days. It was against the wish of 
her daughter that she should procure a doctor 
for her. Mrs. Wagner did not know, until after 
the autopsy, that her daugbter had died from 
malpractice. Dr. William F. Fayen testified that 
on the night of March 31 he was handed acard by 
a Mr. Fiater, from Mrs. Nanette Eckert, of No. 
75 Rivington-street, asking him to cali on Mrs. 
Wagner. The doctor called the following morn- 
ing, and the next day after that he heard of the 
young woman's death, and reported it to Deputy 
Coroner Messemer. The doctor said he had no 
idea of any operation having been performed on 
her. He treated her for gastritis, and the next 
day he intended to make a further examination. 
Mrs. Eckert, a “‘sympathy” doctress and clair- 
voyant, declared she had never seen Anna Wag- 
ner. Dr. Fayen frequentiy came to her house to 
write addresses forher. She had notsent patients 
to him for two i. 
Coroner Merkle said to the jury that the opera- 
tion had been rforined so clumsily that it was 
probably done by a person who knew nothing of 
such matters, and the supposition was that the 
irl had operated on herself. The jury brought
